Does anybody suppose that the 
that the spirits ere not cognizant of 
the material at their disposal here 
on earth for the great work they 
have cut out for themselves in be- 
half of humanity?

It was carried to the Supreme court 


and the Mormons lost. It was de- 
cided that asa nation we had the 
right tocontrol the question of plural 
marriages, or polvgamy, and it 
could not be considered a part of a 
religious belief. 

But here a great question was 
opened up. The Mormon cherch 
issued a manifesto against further 
plural marriages, but what was to 
be done with those already con- 
summated? Could these wives Бе 
turned out of doors, turned ош of 
fellowship with their homes and 
families? What would become. of 
the children of such alliances? #: 

Don't, my good Christian b 
or Sister, condemn these pe А 
for your own Bible advocates 
polygamy, and when you make а 
jaw against it vou are going against 
vour own “holy” book, which you 
are trying so hard to get recognized 
in the National Constitution. Did 
vou ever think that the minute 
vou do get the Bible in -the 
National Constitution, accepted by 
the act of Congress, you have Тъй 
authority for the practice " of 
polygamv? What a farce to blame 
a man for doing what you ate try- 
ing your best. with one of the most 
powerful lobbies ever put Зако 
Washington, to accomplish. ` 

We condemn the polygamous 
features of Mormonism—but they 
are now of the past. Asa revealed 
religion, it is as good as ayy of 
them. We do not believe ‘the 
Mormon Bible was found asib is 
claimed, but we do not believe 
the Christian Bible was produced 
as the Christians claim. We think 
there is as much evidence in the 
one case as іп the other. But we 
are glad that our Senators were 
brave enough to rise above religious 
fanaticism and hold a man ‘who 
proved he had every right in the 
world that any man Пад, to Bold 
the otce to which he had been 
elected by his people, in spite of 
the protest of  religio-fanaticiem. 
It is another case of how the people 
are becoming more and more deter- 
mined in their ideas of the separa- 
tion ot church and state. 

It would be wise for those who, 
criticise to read Senator Smoot's

AND THE BIBLE.

A prominent newspaper publishes 
an article on tbe above title, which 
puts iorth a pertinent question 
which demands reply from those 
who advocate that the public 
schoois should be free from religious 
influence.

Work in California. 


The California. State Spiritualist 
Association, in conjunction with its 
many auxiliary societies, have in- 
augurated a series of mass meetings 
to be held thruout the state, аз а 
means of  intrcducing the state 
etlicers to tne general public, and to 
awaken interest in the work of or- 
ganization in tbe diferent parts of 
the stats where there are societies 
athhiated with the state body, and 
to hold meetings in cities and towns 
where a society may be formed. 

The ‘rst oi the series was an а! 
day Sunday meeting, in Los Agg- 
eles on December 16. Each society 
in the city closed their meeting and 
united with the State Association, 
and a big meeting was the result, 
and the three societies holding Sun- 
day meetings claim added interest 
in their meetings, ever since. The 
sccond was a three days meeting of 
three sessions each at San Diego, 
120 miles South of Los Angeles 
in the Temple owned by the First 
Society of that city, and of which 
State Superintendant of Lyceum 
‘ot Calitornia,) C. A. Buss is presi- 
dent, on February 8,9 and 10. 
Five of the state officers were 
present at the Sunday meetings. 
The third was an all day meeting 
at Sam Predro a smail city 30 miles 
out of Los Angeles, on Sunday 
February 17, and seven of the state 
oflicers were present at the aíter- 
noon meeting. 

he fourth will be a visit to the 
Children Fraternal Home about the 
second week in March and it is 
hoped that a large attendance wiil 
go with the state officers ' who ' will 
attend The Home is some 28 
miles north of Los Angeles and we 
believe is the only Children's Home 
chartered under any State Associa- 
tion. The fifth will be a three days 
meeting at San Bernardino, some 
60 miles east from Los Angeles, 
where the society hasa temple of 
its own which was built under spirit 
direction, over forty eight years ago, 
and has been used as a Spiritualists 
meeting place ever since. The date 
for these meetings will be March 29, 
30, 31. 

Each of these meetings will have 
the personal attendance of three or 
more of the state directers, who 
give tneir services free, outside of 
actual expense of care fare and en- 
tertainment, and tbis means a good 
deal when we take into considera- 
tion the ground that wil have to 
be covered to take in the length 
and breadth of California and the 
great distances one has to travel to 
go from one city to another.

Lewis and his society were ever 
known. He has assumed to set 
forth as evidence of his prowess, 


and discernment of soul, a few ab- 
surdities, which, in his lack of 
knowledge, he has seen tit to label 
psychic phenomena. He has suc- 
ceeded in showing his readers that 
he knows little or nothing cf the 
subject of which he writes. 

His expose of the simple tricks 
in his two column article 15 but the 
addition vf one more testimony to 
the multitude that the Spiritualists 
have coliected thru their own fear- 
less exposure of knaves who have 
endeavored to “steal the livery of 
heaven in which to serve Satan.” 
No man, even И he Бе аз opinion- 
ated as Prof. Lewis, can gain as 
much knowledge in nine years thru 
a few experiments as men and 
women oi equal and even superior 
mental powers have gained thru 
many experiments extending over a 
period of more than sixty vears.

Lewis. even tho 
they may not be members oi his 
highly respected and most thoroly 
respectable sccietv. Не has con- 
stituted himselt counsel for both 
sides, the judge and the загу in the 
case, and procceded to pronounce 
an opinion that he held long before 

е ever heard Of psychic prenom- 
ema or tried to test a phenomenon. 
If the facts do nor contorm to. his 
theory, so much the worse for tke 
facts This statement is warranted 
by his brazen declaration. that the 
Spirituatists nave vet to vive а 
single proof of spirit. communion. 
He has evustically- placed himself 
above the wisest and best minds cf 
al aves to sav nothing of such 
wonderful scers and prophets as the 
xentle Nazarene, the Apostle Paul, 
Swedenborg, Гори апа Charles 
Wesley, Flammarion, C. Е. Varley, 
A. R. Wallace. 1. 1. Mapes and 
hundreds of others. in. comparison 
with whom Spencer Lewis, Professor 
tho he is, is as а mole-hill to a 
mountain, a pygmy to a giant. 

]t is quite clear that Prol. Lewis 
is not posted with regard to what 
his intellectual superiors accomp- 
lished in the field of psvchic sci- 
ence long before he entered it. An- 
drew Jackson Davis as long ago as 
1845 proved beyond possibility of a 
doubt that excarnate intelligences 
can and do communicate with the 
denizens of the earth. John and 
Charles Wesley, as well as Emman- 
це] Swedenborg did the same thing 
іп the eighteenth century. Upon 
the proof given by Jesus of Naza- 
rath, Paul was able to estabiish a 
world religion known as Christian 
ity. Іп 1851, Cora L. У. Scott, a 
child of eleven vears, gave proof 
that dumfounded the wiseacres of 
that day. as to the interference of 
spirits in the affairs of men. 1n 1853 
and "54, Ро. Robert Hare gave 
ample scientific evidence of the fact 
of spirit communion thru his cru- 
cial tests of the phenomena ex- 
amined Уу him. In 1857, а boy in 
Harvard College, Fred L. H. Willis, 
gave such wonderful evidence of 
the presence of spirit inteiligences 
and iheir ability to make them- 


selves known to their friends, that 
he was expelled from that classical 
institution by reason of his hav- 
ing given its learned faculty such 
an overdose of truth as to make 
them tremble lest they have to 
give up their theories for his won- 
derful facts. 

From 1870 to 1874, Sir William 
Crookes made most painstaking 
iavestigation of all kinds of occult 
phenomena and was foreed to ad- 
mit that the only possible explana- 
tion for his array of facta was that 
spirits ой the sfcalled dead were 
able to communicate with mortals. 
Equally crucial tests were made by 
Prof. Cromwell, F. Varley, Prof. 
Alfred Russel Wallace, Prof. Zoll- 
ner, Prof. Rudolph Virchow, Carl 
du Pret, Col. Albert de Rochas, 
Count Alexander Aksakoff, Mat- 
thews Fidler, and other men 
equally intelligent and eminent in 
scholarship, scientific acumen and 
ability to weigh evidence. Over 
their own signatures, these eminent 
men and their confreres declare 
that they have proved the great 
truth that spirits out of the body 
can give intelligent and helpful 
messages to spirits іп the body. 

Pro:. Thompson J. Hudson, of 
just name and fame, and excep- 
tionally gifted in his special field of 
study, has gone so far as to de- 
clare that “He who doubts or 
denies psychic phenomena, is not 
entitled to be called a skeptic; he 
is simply ignorant.” Of course, 
Prof. Hudson does not admit that 
these phenomena of themselves 
emanate altogether from spirit 
agencies, vet he does admit that 
some of them, at least, are due to 
the forces whose nature is not yet 
known to scientists. Against the 
evidences of these men, against 
their solemn asservations as to the 
absolute truth of their statements, 
let Prof. Spencer Lewis measure his 
few experiments, апа painful lack 
of knowledge. In whose favor 
would the comparison reallv be? 
The feeble, infantile utterances of 
Prof. Lewis would not be heard at 
any given distance by reason of the 
resonant vibrations that would fill 
the air Нот witnesses qualified to 
speak. 

Prof. Lewis and his friends, as 
well as his apologists are requested 
to take notice that none of these 
people whose names are given above 
made use of the puerile methods 
he describes at such length, to es- 
tablish the fact of ‘spirit com- 
munion. Only the most crucial 
and painstaking tests would do for 
them, hence they wasted little, if 
any, time upon the tricks with 
which Prof. Lewis was pleased to 
satisfy himselt. Again I will admit 
that many of the so-called mes- 
sages can be traced toclever guess 
work and shrewd observations; but 
папу by no means implies that ай 
can be thus explained. Given the 
guess work and trickery even to 
enormous quantities; there yet 
remains the residuum of fact which 
can be explained only thru spirit 
intervention inthe affairs of men. 
Pref. Lewis has neglected this most 
valuable and important residuum in 
order that he might indulge in a 
good play-spell with many bushels 
of chaff. Не has manifested neither 
the zeal of a true scientist nor yet 
the open mind of a philosopher. 
The millions of intelligent men and 
women who have been testing 
ps chic phenomena thru all of the 
ages, especially since 1843, have 
not done so simply for amusement. 
They have been in search of truth 
and in that searching they have 
been rewarded by revelations more 
vital, facts more stupendous, dem- 
onstrations more valuable than all 
the scientists unitedly have been 
able to produce in а thousand 
veats. They have discovered the 
most precious of all truths-—that 
death does not end all, that man 
lives on in a more progressive state 
of existence from which he can 
send his message of love to those 
dear ones of his life whom he left 
upon the earth. This discovery 
has beer made and the proof there- 
of given by aud thru the agency of 
Spiritualism. Let Prof. Lewis hug 
his emptv delusions, dig up, expose, 
explain away. exploit all of the 
tricks and nonsense that be can 
find. yet over all, around all, aud 
beyond all is the one thing he 
not been able to grasp, much less 
destroy or overcome-—and that one 
thing is, the genuine message from 
the world of souls to some mortal 
in the world of sense.

It is here alleged that Christian- 
ity is the fundamental cause of the 
use of intoxicating liquors, intem- 
perance, its woes and evils. 

A very large percent of our 
"Christian World" are addicted to 
the use of intoxicating liquors, 
which js a dire evil upon the phy- 
sical, moral, social well-being. This 
use of intoxicants is confined almost 
exclusively to Christendom. The 
millions of devotees of Islam, of 
Confucius, of Buddhism, of Shinto- 
ism abjure the use of alcoholic 
stimulants. 

The use of these beverages in 
some form is inherent in the Chris- 
tian dispensation, which has laid 
the seal] and sanction of divine au- 
thority apon the custom. 

It sometimes happens that a ship 
озау be seen bound (ог а foreign 
port with a cargo of tobacco, 
whiskey, war implements, mission- 
aries and Bibles. 

There seems to have been-á stu- 
dious design in tbe writers of the 
gospel story to suppress the fact 
that Jesus Christ used intoxicating 
liquor to excess. While it is not 
said in plain words that he got 
drunk or became intoxicated, some 
details of the narrative prove it 
beyond & reasonable doubt. Jesus 
said himeelf that he came eating 
and drinking and was called a wine- 
bibber. A winebibber is one who 
drinks much wine, and that neces- 
sarily ¡pauses intoxication. That 
ho was sightly called а winebibber, 
is well sustained by corroborative 
evidence in the story. 

When T. Christ got fairly into his 
propaganda business he produced a 
large quantity of wine that they 
might have plenty ef it Юга wed- 
ding feast at Сапа in Galilee. In 
those days people did not have 
alcoholic beverages, such as brandy, 
gin and whiskev, as they do now. 
Wine was their intoxicating bev- 
erage; ёп article of trade and traf- 
fic; and its manufacture, sale and 
use was а great industry of that 
age. ` 

The gospel story shows that Jesus 
and companions made frequent use 
of it;they had it at hislast sup- 
per. and made wine-drinking an 
ordinance of Christian worship. 

He said eating bread and drink- 
ing wine is the same as eating his 
flesh and drinking his blood. It is 
a bloody religion, sure enough. 

J. Christ had much to say about 
wine; and instructed his men to 
put new wine into new bottles to 
preserve it. He said "Not that 
which goeth into the mouth de- 
ет в man,’ therefore he and 
comrades were great lovers of strong 
drink, Yet I connot conceive of 
any thing that will debauch and de- 
file a person more effectually than 
intoxicating liquor “which goeth 
into the mouth." 

On many occasions lesus Christ 
acted Бие а possessed Person, 
when һе railed at the Jews; reviled, 
insulted, abused them; called them 
liars, thieves, hypocrites, children 
of the devil, wolves in sheep's 
clothing, grneration of vipers. It 
has been said that he was under the 
influence of strong drink when һе 
whipped the Jews out of their 
Temple with a scourge, upset 
their . tables, poured out their 
money and called it a den of thieves. 
We diten see intoxicated persons 
acting in a similar manner. 

Jesus said he came not to bring 
peace, and be proved it. He came 
to bring fire са the earth, to cause 
strife жай division. Сап в man en- 
gage. fl а more infernal work than 
that?

Mr. Mayer married Miss Susannah 
Hitz, daughter of the late Florian 
Hitz, in September, 1876, the Amer- 
ican centennial year. Mrs. Mayer 
died in 1880 and deceased never 
remarried. His son, Mr. Theodore 
Albert Mayer, who is in the real es- 
tate business, survives him, in ad- 
dition to a brother, who is a citizen 
of Ohio. 

LIBERAL CONTRIBUTIONS. 

Shortly before his death Mr. 
Mayer gave a practical illustration 
of the exemplification of his religion 
of humanity and charity by mak- 
ing certain munificent bequests. It 
is said he gave to the George Wash- 
ington University extension and im- 
provement fund upwards of $200,- 
000, while $100,000 by his recent 
direction will be apportioned among 
the hospitais and charitable institu- 
tions of the District of Columbia. 

One of the intimate friends of 
А: ceased today described his great 
interest and zeal in behalf of the 
Geurge Washington University and 
his desire tosee it become the 
crestest seat of learning in this 
country. It was added he studied 
the needs of the university for a 
long time and finally came to the 
decision that to erect the structures 
on the proposed 17th and B streets 
site would be a calamity to the city 
as well as tothe university. He 
contended that as that site is on 
low territory and near the made 
“round of the Potomac flats con- 
siderable sickness would result 
among the students inthe dormi- 
tories, 


PLANS CHANGED. 

This so impressed him, it is said, 
that, thru his personal magnetism, 
earnestness and persistency, he in- 
duced the board of trustees of the 
university to change its plans as to 
the locaticn of the institution. Не 
offered the trustees without cost to 
them, his site at Chevy Chase eircle 
as the nucleus fora buiiding site. 
This place contains about four acres 
of vround and several buildings, 
and is valued at about $168,000. 

The trustees declined to accept 
the vifer, as the tract of land was 
deemed to be too far from tbe city. 
The Dean property was then se- 
lected, ant Mr. Mayer is said to 
have induced the owners to take 
$800,000 for it, which sum is said 
to be far beiow its real value. Mr. 
Maver also announced that if the 
trustees would decide upon the 
Dean property he would give them 
kis Chevy Chase holdings, to be sold 
and the proceeds to be applied to 
the extension fund. 

Mr. Thomas W. Smith, an inti- 
mate friend and associate of the 
deceased, spoke today of Mr. 
Maver's love tor the charitable 
work, and especially his interest in 
:he Eastern Dispensary and Cas- 
чату Hospital. : 

[n addition to (Ве S20,000 he do- 
nated to this institution in the first 
instance when it became  neces- 
sary to procure a new building for 
its use, be recentiv gave to the 
management of the hospital a cor- 
net iot at Sth and П streets north- 
cast, increasing his total contribu- 
tion to that institution to about 
$30,000. It was his habit to visit 
the hospita! nearly every day and 
take a personal interest in its man- 
acement and welfare, and he was 
especially interested іп beautifying 
the builling and grounds with 
flowers, etc. 

The deceased was regarded as a 
most loyal and lovable companion 
and was of such a happy and jolly 
disposition that he at once became 
the Ше сі any company he might be 
in. 

At the time the Eastern Dispen- 
sary and Casualty Hospital was 
seeking new quarters Mr. Mayer 
gave the management of that insti- 
tuition valuable assistance, and 
when the present structure at 708 
Massachusetts avenue northeast 
was secured he gave $20,000 toward 
the purchase money. 

“Тһе bequests of Mr. Mayer," 
6.14 one of friends today, “illustrate 
that he lived up to his creed, which 
is expressed im the immortal words 
of Ben Adhem, ‘Write me as one 
who loves his fellow-man.' °° 

Mr. Mayer was a member of the 
organization of Spiritualists who 
believe in physical manifestations, 
it was said he died in that faith. 
Some years ago he presented to that 
branch of Spiritualists a modern 
building at the corner of 6th street 
and Pennsylvania avenue southeast 
for use by their society as national 
headquarters.

Shakespeare 
speaks of it in "Much Ado About 
Nothing," "What fire m in mine 
ears?"  Herrick refers to it, 

"One ear tingles; some there be 

That are snarling now at те.” 

As early as 1508 8 writer says, 
"If their ears tingle they say it is a 
sign they have some enemies abroad 
that are, or are about to speak evil 
of them." Sometimes the allusion 
mentioned which ear might be af- 
fected. One writer says, “When 
his right ear tingles he will be 
cheerful; but if his left, he “Ш be 
sad." The Scotch have a query, 
"Right jug, left lug, which lug 
loves?” In one English county it 
is said that evil is spoken of you if 
the left ear burns, good if the right 
do so; but in Lancashire this is 
reversed. The Dutch say that 
someone speaks praise И the right 
ear itches and blame if the left ear. 

A gentle bite of the ear was an 
ancient form of endearment, as in 
Romeo and Juliet, “I will bite thee 
by the ear for that jest.” The 
ear in Egypt signified obedience. 
Also the saying, "Wallis have ears,” 
is very old. and Chaucer wrote that 
“Fields had eyes and the wood 
hath ears." To "set people by the 
ears’’ referred to a pothouse custom 
of stringing pots by the handles 
or ears and clashing them in carry- 
ing them. For weather lore &n old 
meteorologist says, ‘Singing іп the 
ears portends a change of weather."

labor, and he did not spare himself

come to his hand. He made his 
werh a part of himself. and by 
cutting his very soui into hiseorts, 
he was soon able to produce results. 
In а! o£ las business dealings he 
was a man of his word, hence won 
ani retained the confidence cf his 
feliowmen. His word was his Lond, 
and his standing soon became a 
synonym fer integrity thruout the 
naton. {le was» a man who “did 
thinss " and did them for a pur- 
pese. Idleness he hated with all 
of the ardor of his impetuous na- 
ture. He believed in hard work as 
an essential part of true religion. 
He exacted nothing of others that 
he did rut demand in fuil of hin- 
self. He began life in а humble 
position with the wei! known tirm 
of W. M. Galt & Co., of Wash- 
ington, D. C. Promotion came as 
he earned and deserved it, hence he 
rose steadilv in position and in- 
fluence until he stood at the head 
of the creat house with whose in- 
terests he was identifed all his life, 
Не held this place for nearly twenty 
years prior to his transition. 
Prosperity came to Вип, апа the 
goddess fortune smiled encourag- 
ing|v upon his effort, and ever jn- 
spied him with the desire to do 
good with that which was entrusted 
to his stewardship. Не was promi- 
nen: in Masonic circles, likewise :n 
many fraternal orders, as wei! as 
corporations of great influence. He 
was a director in a score or more ot 
active business associations, includ- 
ing several banks, hospita!s and 
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eleemosynary institutions. Не kept 
a watchful eye over every enter- 
prise with which he became identi- 
fied. and many of the successes 
gained were due to his sagacity and 
foresight. He met with some dis- 
asters and sustained not a few 
severe reverses. He made everyone 
of them a stepping stone to a 
greater and truer success. He 
seemed endowed with an intuitive 
faculty whose impresses seldom, 
perhaps never failed him in any 
great emergency. By following its 
lead he quickly overcame his seem- 
ing misfortunes, and went forward, 
inspired by it, to the victory that 
he felt sure was ahead for him. 

When his position in the business 
and iinancial worlds was secure, he 
exerted himself with the same un- 
tagging zeal as before, to make 
good use of that which was his. 
Не was an ardent friend of educa- 
tion, likewise а most generous ра- 
tron of the arts. He spent large 
sums for the advancement of sci- 
ence, ап] sought to interest others 
in the noble work of diffusing 
knowledge among men. He 
founded at least one hospital, en- 
dowed it liberally, and opened his 
purse freely to the calls of institu- 
tions o like nature. In him, the 
sick and айлс:еа4, the deserving 
poor and needy ever found a friend. 
Young пеп and women of talent, 
possessed of a willingness to work, 
were often the recipients of his 
bounty. Не loved to give in cases 
of need with no clue to his own 
identity. This was a frequent, al- 
most invariable practice with him. 
Many a speaker and medium, sick, 
unfortunate and disheartened. has 
received a twenty or a fifty dollar 
dill from his largess, without know- 
ing until long afterwards, if ever, 
whence it came. This is ever the 
method of the true philanthropist 
who never allows the one hand to 
know what the other hand is doing. 

Theodore J. Maver became an in- 
tensely loval citizen of the land of 
his adoptiun. He loved America 
and the principles underlying Amer- 
ican institutions. He wove himself 
withou’ reserve into the warp and 
wooi of our country’s being. As 
2 resident of the District of Colume 
bia, he had no vote yet he was 
one of Columbia’s most faithful 
sons in all phases of our national 
Ше. Thru his early years his sym- 
pathies were with the Democratic 
party, and remained there until the 
hard times of 1894 caused him to 
align himsclf with the Republicans. 
At one time, Г am told, he was of- 
fered the treasurership of the 
United States, but declined the of- 
fice because of his numerous busi- 
ness interests. His home life was 
quiet, yet inspiring. He was an 
ommiverous reader, and his rooms 
contained choice volumes bearing 
upon his favorite themes. He kept 
pace with the progressive thot of 
the age and was frequently far in 
advance or it, as he also was of his 
compeere, His wife passed away 
at an earlv age, three chidren 
having: preceded her into spirit life. 
One sun alone remained to keep 
him company. Mr. Mayer never 
married a second time. The mem- 
orv of the wiie of his youth, and 
the mother of his children was 
sacred to him, and he cherished it 
most fondly. Her exchange of 
worlds did not take her out of his 
thot cr Ше. He sensed her pres- 
ence every passing day, and lived 
accordingly. 

He became a convert to Spiritual- 
ism Letween twenty and twenty- 
five years ago. His was not a par- 
tial conversion, it took in his entire 
being. body, spirit, pocket book, 
and all mental activities. He at 
once saw the need of systematic 
organization on the part of the 
Spintualists of America and de- 
voted himself assiduously to the 
task of bringing our widely scat. 
tered forces together. He took 
timeto investigate most carefully 
almost every phase of mediumship, 
and was equally painstaking in his 
study of psychic phenomena. His 
analvtical mind made it possible for 
him to weigh evidence, after he had 
once taken the necessary anitial 
steps in the direction of sifting the 
wheat from the chaff. It was my 
privilege to meet Mr. Mayer some 
fifteen years ago since which time 
our associations have been quite 
intimate. His work for Spiritual- 
ism 15 largely interwoven with the 
history of the N. S. A. whose treass 
urer ne has been for twelve yegrs 
out of the fourteen it has been in 
existence. He was one of the 
prime movers in the work of organ- 
izing our national body, and has 
always been its heaviest financial 
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supporter. His bese 
not stop with the N 
helped to establish 
Fund, contributed г nerously to 
the Morris Pratt lr titute, and 
gave liberally to the s pport of not 
a few local societies, th. First Asso- 
ciation of Spiritualis:. of Wash- 
ington, D. C., being o course, his 
first love, 

His münificent gift othe N. S. 
А. of the headquar :rs building 
and the lot on which i stands, is or 
should be fresh in `ie mind of 
every Spiritualist іп ; merica. Не 
has contributed large ums for the 
support of the variou activities of 
the N. S. A. ever since it became a 
body corporate. I ! lieve I am 
making. a conservat ve estimate 
when I place Mr. Мау: “5 donations 
to Spiritualism іп ре ега!, to me- 
diumship, to the N. ,. А. and to 
local societies at $1! 9,000, in the 
last twenty years. his testifies 
emphatically to his lo: » for and be- 
lief in his religion Had other 
Spiritualists done as much as he 
has, in proportion to their means, 
Spiritualism аз а mo. ‘ment would 
stand in far different -lationship to 
the thot life of the vorld than it 
does today. Mr. Ma er's benefac- 
tions should be per; tual inspira- 
tions to his brethre : to emulate 
his example.

A very determined effort was 
made recently in Коте to induce 
the pope to consent tc the abroga- 
tion of the Jaw of th: Roman Catho- 
lic church forbiddiny marriage inthe 
priesthood. The сонайоп, which 
was begun Бу South American pre- 
lates five years ago, when Pope Leo 
XIII. was unsucces-fully appealed 
to, culminated in the latest effort, 
which also proved unsuccessful. 

The Uniates, or United Greek 
church, 300 years ay» became lieges 
of the pope while retaining their 
dogrhas and the practice of marriage 
of the priests. The “white” priests 
of , the Greek church are allowed to 
hays wives, but must marry before 
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Spríng 15 here.

The Roman Cathote priests in 
Latin America followed the customs 
introduced by the Uniates, but these 
marriages did not meet &pproval oí 
the pope and high church dignitaries 
in Rome. Especially ” distasteful 
was the practice to the American 
clergy. who protested loudly to 
Rome. 

Father Obushkevich, of Pittsburg, 
last summer was appointed by 
the Uniates of the United 
States a delegate to Austria to act 
with Latin-American priests in an 
effort to interest the Austrian bishops 
to renew the anti-celibacy agitation 
with the present pope, 

It is said that Pius X informed 
the bishops tnat he saw no reason 
for reversing the rule of the church, 
but intimated that the petition 
might be referred to the sacred col- 
lege. 

ашы іп Roman Catholic circies 
developed much astonishing in- 


formation. Father Hughes, profes- 


sor of history in St. Joseph’s semi- 
nary, Dunwood, stated that there 
are some 10,000 Uniate priests ac- 
cepting the authority of the pope, 
who are rulled over by forty odd 
bishops. The Uniate prsesthood is 
intimately related to nOn-marrving 
Roman priests that its members 
тау be educated in the same theos- 
logical seminaries, choosing at the 
end of their seminary days which 
rite they will take for their life 
work. 

Father Hughes thot the married 
Roman Catholic priests of Latin- 
American countries would yet be 
disciplined by the church, and 
did not believe the petition of the 
Austrian Uniate bishops would with- 
in our dav prove successful.

Whv shculd it be exempted from 
taxation when the widow's cottage 
and the worn-out farm of an old 
soldier must pav double what should 
in equity be required of them? 


In one of his messages to con- 4 


gress, President Grant called atten- 
tion to this very issue. 
by actual figures, the rapid increase 
of values in church and denomi- 
national school property since 1850. 
It doubled every decade. Judging 
the reports of 1880, 1890, 1900 by 
the three preceding, President Grant 
declared that the valuation in quee 
tion would be up in the billions 
when the twentieth century opened. 
"Fra Elbertus" has proveed Presi 
dent Grant a prophet. These two 
men thirtv-five years apart, have 
told us the same startling truths, 
and given us something over which 
we should ponder in sober silence. 
Five thousand millions of untaxed 
property means that every humble 
home, every small amount of real 
or personal property must bear a 
heavier taxation than they ought. 
They must make up to the govern- 
ment what this stupendous ехешр- 
tion takes from it. Spiritualists, as 
lovers of right and justice, what say 
vou? As for myself, I declare for 
the taxation of all property associ- 
ated with the church, not excepting 
Spiritualist churches or temples. f

ites of the clergy as а body. Thege 
is no reasom ої any validity what- 
ever that can be advanced for ex- 
empting a preacher from jury duty, 
unless said preacher be a believer in 
capital punishment, or the "divine 
right” of a husband to гше or con- 
trol the person of his wife. 

As for clergy rates, I am opposed 
to them from principle, yet so long 
as the ministers of other denomina- 
ti ns receive them, І сап see no 
good reason why our speakers, who 
travel more in one year than an or- 
thodox minister does in ten, should 


refuse to avail themselves of them.’ 


The societies employing them əal- 
ways get the benefit of the reduc- 
tion. never the speakers themselves. 
But this privilege is doomed to cer- 
tain overthrow in the near future. 
Several states have passed laws fix- 
ing the maximum rate ой passenger 
traffic within their borders at two 
cents per mile. This will soon be 
the law in all states. When it is, 
all permits, passes and other gratu- 
ities will be abolished by the rail- 
road authorities themselves. May 
that day soon come! At present, 
the railroads make this reduction, in 
rates ас their offering to religion, 
hence discriminate against по de- 
nomination whatever. It is grati- 
fying to be able to report that there 
have been fewer abuses in the өзе 
of clergy permits on the part of 
Spiritualist ministers, (һар of any 
other denomination from which re- 
turns are at hand. 

I would not deny any prisoner 
the right to see a minister if he 
wants one, but I do protest against 
that minister being permitted by 
reason of his priestly office to enter 
that prison uninvited. with author- 
itv to compel all prisoners to listen 
to his sermons, бг to force himself 
unasked upon some unfortunate 
creature, who has enough to doin 
communing with his own conscience, 
without being obliged to be flagel- 
lated mentally by one who has: no 


sympathy for or with him in ‘his.

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In the present domain of chemi- 
cal science the ponderable matter 
has been divided and classified into 
sixty-eight elementary bodies and 
half of this number have been dis- 
covered and added to the list 
within the last two centuries, pre- 
vious to which several, altho known 
to exist, were considered аз impon- 
derables. Іп fact, Пусгореп gas 
was denominated “spirit” by Van 
Helmout, its discoverer, inthe early 


“рагі of the seventeenth century, 


and it was not until 1813 that this 
self-same “зрий” was introduced 
and utilized to light the factories 
and streets of. London, when it was 
.classified as one of the ponderable 
elements of nature. The same can 
be said of oxygen, which was dis- 
covered by Dr. Priestly a little over 
a century ago, and yet, strange to 
say, one-half of this giobe of ours 
js composed of this gas, which no 
one has vet been able to see, taste, 
smell,or hear. Yet it is neverthe- 
less matter—a substanee—which 
can and has been weighed and 
measured, and takes its place 
among the ponderable elements. 
Ozone, a peculiar gas, supposed to 
be allied with electricity, was dis- 
covered by Prof. Schonbein, the in- 
ventor of gun cotton, in 1839, and 
was considered one of the impon- 
derable agents until 1880--оліу 
eleven vears ago—when it was suc- 
cessfully liquified and hence be- 
came one of the ponderable ele- 
ments. 

Among the remaining ітропдег- 
able elements of matter, thus far 
recognized by science, respectively 
electricity, magnctism, ether, 
` hese are but yi- 
M. «в dis- 
is commonly 
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which same may, perhaps, be truth- 
fully said of the ponderable ele- 
ments. Still, we are conscious of 
their essential difference, and since 
science recognizes this fact let us be 
pardoned while we brieíly dilate up- 
on their known characteristics. 

What electricity, magnetism, 
ether, and spirit really are remain 
unsolved problems, but niodezn re- 
search has, however, indicated the 
Imes along which increasing knowl- 
edge wil undoubtly lead to the 
true solution as regards each. That 
they are all extremely attenuated, 
elastic fluids, possessing differenti- 
ated qualities, are well-grounded 
facts, yet nevertheless. let it be 
borne in mind that they are ma- 
terial, undisputed, as much as ox- 
ygen, hydrogen, or ozone are. 

A commonly known íact regard- 
ing electricity is that it can be col- 
lected, bottled up and transported, 
proving that glass is a поп-соп- 
ductor thru which it can not pass. 
But magnetic fluid does not possess 
this characteristic, since a magnetic 
needle is attracted and operates 
as freely when poised and hermeti- 
cally enclosed within a glass case, 
as when outside of it, proving that 
itis а more attenuated substance 
than its consort—electricity. An- 
other . fact regarding these two ele- 
ments is that they are co-existent 
in:all organic as wellas in nearly 
all inorganic substances, and with- 
out them organic life could not 
subsist. 

But what is ether? Since it has 
become an established íact that a 
vacuum can not exist, science has 
defined it to be that substance or 
fluid which filis the interstellar 
spaces. This matter has been ap- 
proximately ascertained to be 
7.200 times more rare than air near 
the surface of the earth. Sir Isaac 
Newton asserted, as his belief, that 
it was "а subtle fluid approximat- 
ing to spirit matter," ard the great 
Baron von Humboldt declared that 
it was perfectly analogous in which 
other philosophers have coincided. 
Now there is no evidence to dis- 
prove, while there is deductive evi- 
dence upon whichto predicate the 
firm belief, if not to substantiate 
tbe fact, that both thcse material 
elements of nature, ramify and 
permeate every other atom of cos- 
mos—the same as caloric permeates

water, or electricity permeates the 
atmosphere. Ё. 63 PX 

Taking and accepting the author- 
ity that the luminiferous ether is 
7.200 times more rare than the air 
we inhale, let us proceed to mathe- 
matically consider the weight of 
spirit, assuming it to be even 10,000 
times more rare than the atmos- 
phere. As a quart of air weigbs 
seventeen grains, it is obvious thet 
it would require 10,000 times the 
bulk of spirit matter to equal tbe 
weight of the quart of air. And 
asit takes 860 quarts of air to 
equalthe weight of one quart of 
water, it would consequently re- 
quire 8,600,000 times the bulk of 
spirit to become equivalent in 
weight to one quart of water. 

In consideration of this, is it any 
wonder that the atheist can по? 
conceive of an immortal existence? 
Is it any wonder that the orthodox 
Bible-worshipping sectarians have 
grave doubts concerning immortal- 
ity and a future state? Isit any 
wonder the ignorant and supersti- 
tious skeptics find it hard to realize 
that they have an inner nature dif- 
fering in matter from their carnal 
organizations as much as the gases 
differ from the crude earth upon 
which they tread? 

It seems to me, tho it may not 
to others, that those would-be sky- 
pilots who devoutly cross their 
hands and roll their eyes zenithward 
and offer up long-winded prayers to 
an imaginarv and unknown God, 
would advance human knowledge 
more by applying some of their 
spare time to 8 consideration of the 
evolutions of. matter and heed the 
injunction of tbe old philosopher 


whose admonido$ was “Май, know 


thyself.”

PROPERTY.

jally our Spiritualists, have shut 
their eyes altogether too long. Spir- 
itualists, шу brethren, awaken! 


There is work for youtodo! Break 
away frorn partisanship! Vote for 
principle!

While it may be true that no pco- 
:le need praying for, in all our iand, 
so much as do our legislators, I yet 
‹ ес: to having those prayers paid 
: rout of the people's money. To 
ave salaried chaplains is to tax 
men to support a religion in which 
many of them do not believe. Тһе 
: atriots of all ages and nations have 
proteste-l against this form of tax- 
ation and have not hesitated to call 
st tyranny. Why should an honest 
Catholic be taxed, directly or indi- 
rectlv, to рау the salary of a Uni- 
tarian, ог Spiritualist chaplain of a 
state legislature, or vice versa? It 
is tyranny, tyranny in Republican 
America! It is an approach to the 
union of church and state, and is 
fraught with danger so long as it is 
tolerated bv the American people. 
Spiritualists, let us rise in our 
strength and declare that ‘‘legisla- 
tive chaplains must go." More than 
this, let us demand with forceful 
emphasis that all army and navy 
chaplains must keep them company. 
The marriage question comes last, 
but is tar from being the least of 
the reforms now so greatly needed. 
The state in giving to a preacher of 
any denomination the right to unite 
people in marriage tacitly yields to 
the infiuence of creedalism, and ec- 
clesiastical domination. For many 
Чесадез the Catholics and Ерізсо- 
palians were the oniy sects whose 
preachers had the right to perform 
the service of marriage. This right 
has gradually been extended until 
today even Spiritualist ministers 
and Salvation Army preachers have 
been given legal power to solemnize 
marriage. In law, marriage is a 
civil contract in the last analysis. 
Why shouid there be two sides to 
that law? If the state has the right 
to divorce рсоріе, why should it not 
have the exclusive right to unite 
them in marriage? In giving preach- 
ers the special privilege of obtain- 
ing fat wedding fees, is not the state 
making marriage a religious cere- 
monial rather than a civil function? 
Mexico is tar ahead oí our nation in 
this respect. In that country, all 
couples must be married by an of- 
{сет of the state, authorized by law 
to perform such services. The peo- 
ple can then go toa priest И they 
wish to do so. Г admit that the 
majority of them do, but I also hap- 
pen to. know that while the civil 
marriage service costs them not 
:nore than three dollars, the priestly 
ene costs them at least. nine times 
that sum. The priest's service is 
absolutely illegal unless preceded by 
the civil one. It is a good law and 
Catholic Mexico lives up fo it. 
What is the matter with our own 
nation? The words, "Until death 
shall part," have become meaning- 
less to all classes of people. “А 
mental reservation" is held by 
thousands when. thev speak them, 
behind which is the thought, ''Un- 
til we are divorced." The claim 
that marriage is a religious rite is 
rank nonsense. How much spirit- 
uality or religion is there in a worth- 
‘ess roue and а spotless young girl 
kneeling at the same altar, ex- 
changing the vows that will make 
them husband and wite? Without 
doubt, he is thinking of what he 
will do with her money when he gets 
it, while she is thinking, even though 
she be free irom sensual taint, of the 
title or position in society that she 
is gaining bv her marriage. It is 
one of the subtle holds that the 
church still has upon the state. It 
is not in keeping with the laws of 
progress, and the remedy lies within 
the people. Let them pass a law 
forbidding the ministers of any and 
all denominations the right to per- 
form marriage services. and this evil 
is removed forever. If need so be 
on the part of some people that 
thev must have a priestly blessing, 
then let us have the wholescme law 
of Mexico—a civil service first, all 
necessary papers to be issued at 
cost, and then the priestly service 
for which the priests shall be pro- 
hibited by law from making any 
charge whatever. This provision 
would soon remove all priestly т-

Тат now past the sixty-fourth 
milestone. I never accepted the 
epiritual' philosophy til af few 
weeks ago. Not being a man of 
easy credulity, I should not have 
accepted it then had it been pos- 
sible to doubt any longer. My 
experience has closed the case for 
me and the verdict is in.

This was further sealed 
with wax and deeply stamped 
when soft. It was then so wrap- 
ped in ribbon, secured by wax, as 
to make opening unpossible without . 
cutting, Tbe message 
three little  sheeti^not 
containing a question with other 
thots. Following each of my sheets 
wasa blank one. I did mot give 
the mediums the name of the per- 
son addressed or any information 
whatever, I simply asked for а 
written reply. 

In ten days the package was re- 
turned to me. I subjected it to the 
closest examination, using the read- 
ing lens and linen-tester. It was 
exactly like it was when I sent it. 
I was certain no one had tampered 
with it. I said to mvself, there i» 
no writing within except my own. 
On cutting open the envelope at 
one end I found the three blank 
sheets covered with writing in soft 
crayon, one in red, one in black, 
one in blue. It was the greatest 
surprise of my life. Оп one sheet 
was a direct and unmistakable ref- 
erence toan event іп our lives in 
1865 which no one living or dead 
knows about except Mary and I. I 
have a letter written by her 40 me 
in 1868, the last communication 
between us. I compared this with 
the message, separated by an inter- 
val of thirty-nine years. Several 
of the letters were identical in 
Shape, others bore a strong likeness, 
and others were quite unlike. 

On March 5, I sent another 
package arranging the sheets as be- 
fore. The heavy envelope was se- 
curely sealed with wax at five 
points on the back. With a pe- 
culiar thread I stitched the en- 
velope one-fourth an inch deep апа 
one-fourth apart entirely around. 
Over this I fastened with glue a 
ribbon one inch wide, lapping half 
inch quite around. Aga final pre- 
caution I drew heavy lines in ink 
from the ribbon onto the paper. 

On the return of this package 1 
examined it under strong lenses as 
before. It was exactly ав when 1 
sent it. Nothing more material 
than air, light and heat could have 
entered ог left it. First I cut the 
ribbon very slowlv, then tbe thread, 
stitch by stitch. not the identity 
of the thread, and then the paper. 
On slipping out the six sheets, the 
blanks were no longer blanks but 
were covered with crayon writing in 
the same hand as before. There 
was a plain reference to а pleasing 
little episode in our friendship in the 
early sixties.

One afternoon, in the not distant 
past, an elderly gentlem:n accosted 


me name, and said “Ехсизе me, but 
I have lesion of the brain." This 
was startling, to say the least, but 
as he did not look dangerous I asked 
him why he was comin: to me jin- 
stead of a medical man? In reply 
he asked me to give him half an 
hour of my time as he needed my 
advice, and had been sent to me. 
The tale he told me should interest 
beth the psychologist and the be- 
liever in spirit return. I record it 
as he told it, but it is mv duty to 
suppresss any possibility of identifi- 
cation. 

“1 have for many years” said my 
visitor, “been a prosperous mer- 
chant in an eastern citv. The wife 
of my youth is stil] with me, but 
our only child, а sweet deughter, 
died last vear and left us broken 
hearted. For my wife's sake I went 
out of business, and in constant 
change of scene I have tried to stop 
her from brooding over our bereave- 
ment. Recently we had determined 
that when opportunity offered we 
would try to meet our loved child 
by some of the processes practiced 
by Spiritualists. We oniy arrived 
in San Francisco last week. I was 
away from the hotel a few hours when 
my wife surprised me on my return 
by saying, ‘I have talked to our dar- 
ling Lina, and she bezged me to 
8 send you to her аз she had some- 
thing of great importance to tell 
you.’ I found she had visited a 
гоей ий, whose address she gave me. 
The text morning 3 made a name- 
less visit to that medium, who, shut- 
ting her eyes, began to talk to me 
as if she were my daughter. This 
is what she said, ‘Papa when you 
go back to the hotel I want you and 
mama to take the little table and 
place your handson it. You will 
soon discover that mama is a won- 
derful.medium, and that І can come 
and talk to you and make you 
happy.’ Of course there was a 
great deal more said. But you now 
know what brings me to you for ad- 
vice. 

“My wife and I began sitting at 
that table. It soon rapped and 
rocked, and at the second or third 
sitting it rose in tbe air and turned 
over. We spent hours at that table, 
day after day, when at last my wife 
began to write messages with both 
hands, and at the same time talk in 
the name of our darling daughter. 
It was at this time we got a written 
message from what purported to be 
my wife'sfather, who wasa country 
doctor, and died in her childhood. 
He asked us to sit for him every 
morning. аз it would enable him to 
protect.us. We did not know what 
he meant, but we gave him our 
promise. Tt was soon after this 
that my wife saw clairvoyantly а 
spirit dressed аза clergyman enter 
the от, with a book under his 
arm. My wife was then eatranced, 
and began to talk to me in the 
name of this spirit. 1 may say here 
that we are both chnrch members, $o 
I was pleased to greet our priestly 
visitor. 

“На said the world was falling 
away from the true faith, and that 
my wife was chosen as a blessed in 
strument by God’s holy angels to 
destroy infidelity. Therewas much 
more said to the same effect, and 
the next day. in spite of my pro-

Now I ask 
what does it mean, and how am I 
to protect my wife from the spirit 
I could not drive away last night?" 

Why this gentleman was sent to 
me I did not and do not know, but 
I showed him the danger to his wife 
unless the obsessing influence of 
that priest was broken up. I coun- 
seled him to go right back and take 
his wife to the theater that night. I 
advised him to leave the city next 
day, and to start on an extended 
tour, and to seek amusement, and 
even excitement for his wife. And 
above all, neither of them to read, 
speak, or, if possible, even think of 
Spiritualism for six months, and 
even then to carefully study its 
philosophy before he ever again 
sought to talk to his daughter thru 
the mediumship of his wife. Some 
months after I heard that he and 
his wife were still traveling, and ap- 
parently free from the influence 
that had so nearly wrecked their 
lives. 

This is all I know of the case, for 
I never met the lady, and every- 
thing for me was “hearsay,” that is” 
to say, told me by the husband of 
the sensitive. But it seemgto me 
that we have here a case for careful 
study, as it embodies two quite dis- 
tinct phases of phenomena. 

The experiences of both husband 
and wife with the medium wil) be 
claimed by our telepathic friends as 
belonging to their realm. The ap- 
pearance of the daughter, and the 
facts she gave as identification, will 
of course be claimed as pure tele- 
pathy by Hudson and his followers. 
We remember nothing. was said 
about tbe hotel and tbe little table 
that was not known to both husband 
and wife. We acknowledge that 
the powers of the subconscious self, 
if there be a subconscious self, are 
as yet unknown either in their 
fulness or their limitation. We re- 
member that the medium had seen 
the lady the day before, and her 
sensitiveness may have been tben 
manifested. So the advice given 
thru the medium to sit for develop- 
ment might have been the everyday 
advice given to visitors eager to 
greet their loved ones. So much IÍ 
think we must concede to the school 
that claims telepathy as the univer- 
sal solvent of spirit mysteries. 

Yet further, when we accept the 
physical phenomena and its mental 
accompaniments, students from an- 
other school tell us that the powers 
and faculties of ‘‘selfhood” are аз 
yet unknown, and if known they 
might easily explain the movements 
of the little table. Since the hus- 
band saw no spirit form, such stu- 
dents would claim the appearance 
of the priest as based on *''self-sug- 
gestiveness'" on the part of the lady 
whose religious instipcts were ab- 
normally excited at that time. But 
a little incident occurred that can- 
not be explained by these clever stu- 
dents since it points us to & person- 
ality not founded on either telepathy 
or self suggestion. 

The spirit of the lady's father, or 
claiming that.relation, comes 
writes a request that he may be al- 
lowed to control his daughter at 
eleven every morning. The request 
was apparently of trifling impor- 
tance, but we see that as an intelli- 
gence he sensed danger unthot of at 
that time by either husband or wife. 
It looks as if the crafty old priest 
were something more than а "''sug- 
gestion" to the shrewd old spirit 
doctor. If so that may explain his 
verbal silence as to his request or 
his motive for any warning given at 
that time would have probably been 
overheard and possiblyjcounteracted. 
At the next step we see the mischief 
done. The danger has become a 
reality. and that sensitive was 
doomed unless secret advice could 
be given. That is to say the advice 
must be given thru some other or- 
ganism. The next morning we can- 
not discern a trace of either subcon- 
scious power or self-suggestion bv

Several States, of which no portion 
has been returned to our treasury. 

Up to October 1905, $1800 had 
been aporupiated to aid the Morris 
Pratt In-titute, the same being voted 
by the delegates at our annual con- 
ventons. 

During the past five years the N. 
S. A., has paid out ог its general 
fund, 35500.25 more than its collec- 
tions for missionaries work, to sup- 
port missionaries in the country at 
large. 

Danger signals in our Cause are 
waving т many sections. Bills hos- 
tile to mcdiumship have been intro- 
duced the past winter in the Legis- 
laturcs of twenty different States. 
The sime spirit of antagonism has 
been manifested bv various city 
council. Kansas City has raised 
its annual license for mediums to 
$300. Salt Lake City has fixed its 
license at $120. Seattle repeaied 
its license ordinance and thereby 
left our mediums amenable to the 
vagrancy laws of the State of Wash- 
ineten. Los Angeles has raised its 
license “ог mediums from 8180 to 
5600 per annum. 

Such yrave injustice to our gen- 
uine mediums calls for serious thot 
bv every Spiritualist. 

It is the height of foilv tor Spirit- 
ualists to deliberatelv conceal known 
deception Бу mediums, under the 
idea that it 15 better for our Cause. 
The daily press or the swindled vic- 
tims of the tricksters will soon or 
late uncover the actuai conditions 
before the public. to our lasting 
detriment. 

It is sucidul for Spiritualists to be 
ever rea.lv to apologize for proven 
trickerv because that course enccur- 
ages a continuance of the obnoxious 
practice. There was nevera good 
Cause that suffered by publicity: 
never à bad one that did not thrive 
by privacy. 

We must aid in drawing the line 


in our cities between genuine me- 
diums the hordes of advertising 
"Madames," “Professors,” thinly- 


veneered Hindoos and all other such 
grafters, else outraged public senti- 
ment will do it for us inan undis- 
criimnating manner. 

Every member of the present Of- 
ficial Board of the N. S. A., is a be- 
never in phvsical phemomena, and 
the friend of genuine mediums of 
any and every phase—representa- 
tions to the contrarv are either made 
by the ignorant or by those who 
seek to mask their own trickery be- 
hind fa'shood and persona! villifica- 
tion of others, 

The wisdom of changing our 1907

conditions and the outlook for the 
future. The probability of special 
rates to the Jamestown Exposition 
with the privilege of stopover tickets 
to Washington, will no doubt so 
cheapen transportation as to swell 
the attendance at the Convention 
from all parts of the country.

Josephus was a partial historian, 
In the first place he gave but the 
fair side of Judea’s doings and | 
ings, and his hate against the НА 
brews knew no bounds, andas fer 
the heretics, he would have деб» 9i 
troyed them all if he could, and 
among the rest he had a fearful 
hate against jesus, as he felt he had may 
deluded me with heresy, and for 
that he persecuted the Hebrews 
with more deadly hatred than be- 
fore. In his history of Judea’s chil- 
dren, did he give any account of the 
heathen priests destroying Judea’s 
fairest flowers, that bloomed upon 
her borders? No! He withheld 
that from his works, yet he was 
cognizant of it all. His knowledge 
was clear relative to the laws of the 
land. yet he gave it but in part. 

And now a partial historian 16 to 
be criticised by facts that did not 
exist, and must now be made plain. 
Josephus declares that Judea's kings 
were holy people. Ií holiness con- 
sists in drunkeness and debauchery, 
then they were holy. He declares 
the country was filled with light. 
If heathen idolatrous worship was 
light, then we have nothing to say; 
and when the anointed priests had 
a right to enter the homes of the 
Hebrews, and slay the men for 
naught but being Hebrews, and 
crushing their females with their 
brute desires, then bid defiance to 
Judea’s king and council, holding c 
themselves in condition to do battle 
if they were in the least disturbed.

Does he declare that the 
heathen priests alone, gave іп mag- 
riage, even Judea’s children, and # 
he chose. to hold the damse; that 
had been united to the one ог haf 
choice, for days in his chamber, bé- 
fore he gave her up to her husbend, 
that crushed husband dared not ask 
a question why it was so, and if be 
could receive her to his bosom alive Me 
would receive her and hold his peace;

Perhaps it may be proper to give 
а suromary review of the potent 
forces in' nature, its mysteries and 
benefità to humanity onthe earth 
sphere. Electricity is now a most 
familiar and powerful servant of 
mankind. We summon it and em- 
ploy it in many ‘ways, its effects 
are known to us from the flash thru 
the air to the rusbing railroad train, 
which drives with great speed. For 
all that we know it not. It is in- 
visible and unexplainable. 

. Sixty уеатв ago mankind was 
comparatively ignorant in the laws 
of nature. an lived in fear and 
dared not think for himself. He 
lived in superstitious bondage. But 
took place. Science 
brought knowledge out of Chaos— 
knowledge of magnetism, hypnot- 
ism,  psychism, occultism and 
Spiritualism. 

The old time belief in a personal 
theism has been a great impediment 
to human progress. But the hypo- 
thesis, and knowledge of Spiritual- 
ism has refuted those old time ideas. 
It is the foundation of all science. 
Spirituglism as a science is the 
knowledge of the psychical and 
spiritual nature of man. And as 
spirit. is the moving force of the 
universe its study isthat of creation 
and is not complete until the un- 
krowa mysteries become known. 

What Spiritualism has proved 
thru а study of its phenomena and 
thru à study of psychical research 
is a continuity of life. After the 
change we call death that we live 
right on. A great thing. А won- 
derful thing to contemplate. It is 
something the world has been seek- 
ing for &3ong period of time. Yet 
these facts have always been with 
the world. 

Col. Henry S. Olcott, over 30 
years ago, investigated the phenom- 
ena of materialization in Chitten- 
den, Vermont, and he wrote a book 
giving his experiences of three 
months in the Eddy homestead. I 
sent to Boston for a copy 25 years 
ago, and I read that book thru 
twice. It was so very interesting, 
afterwards ! gave the book away to 
a friend. 

Two brothers, William and Hora- 
tio Eddy lived on a farm in the 
little hamlet of Chitenden, Ver- 
те, both single young men. And 
a sister who kept house for them. 
Their parents being in spirit life. 
The two brothers werc wonderful 
spirit mediums. Ina wing attached 
to the main building of their home 
they had a hall or large room in the 
second story, while under this room 
on the gtound floor was the kitchen 
and dining room a stairway led 
from the dining room up into the 
hall. 

They bad a platform built across 
one end of the hall about three 
feet above the floor, оп one end of 
the platform a cabinet was built six 
feet by four feet in size, with open 
door. Over this door a heavy dark

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The mother of thetwo young men, 
Mrs. Eddv. appeared in spirit form 
several times, and spoke to friends 


that she knew іп earth life. She 
would hold the curtain of the cab- 
inet aside and show her son William 
inside fast asleep in his chair. Then 
she would walk over to Mrs, Cleve- 
land, an old lady who sat in a com- 
mon chair on one end of the’ plat- 
form and converse with her in а 
friendly, familiar way. Оп one oc- 
casion she disappeared suddenly like 
mist before the old lady. At other 
times she would disappear into the 
cabinet. 

Many other spirits besides the 
ones І have mentioned appeared 
and disappeared. Honto the In- 
dian girl, оп different occasions 
would hold her hair in her hand and 
reach it out to Col. Olcott. He 
would stroke it with his hand in sur- 
prise. He said it felt natural to 
the touch. 

Madame Blavatsky, a Russian 
lady, and a medium of note, joined 
Col. Olcott during his investigations 
in the Eddy homestead. To their 
astonishment a dog would follow 
Honto out of the cabinet and frisk 
about with her on the platform. 


This was repeated several times be- ` 


fore their eyes, and then disap- 
peared into the cabinet. Then 
again on other occasions, they would 
melt away down seemingly thru the 
floor, a dematerializing process. 

Other animals besides the dog 
would materialize. Olcott said that 
this was acommon occurrence in 
the Eddy homestead, a full account 
of which he published in book form, 
fully illustrated, and pictured іп 
every detail. 

Colonel Olcott accompanied by 
Mme. Blavatsky and others, went 
to India. While there, M. Blavat- 
skv died. Нег spirit joined that of 
Honto. Col. Olcott became a strong 
believer in Spiritualism. Being 
averse to the word he adopted that 
of Theosophy, claiming to believe 
that spirits of mortale, reincarnate. 
Animals, of course they must differ 
from the Spiritualist. In order to 
form a cult his ambition is to be the 
head. 

Whether Mrs. Mary B. Eddy, head 
of Christian Science, is any way con- 
nected with the Vermont family, 
Ido not know. She atone time 
posed as a spirit medium but failed, 
altho it has been denied by her. 
But Dr. ). M. Peebles, an old Spirit- 
ualist of over 40 years, a man who 
in early life was а minister. Не is 
a writer and author of many books. 
He is authority in a statement that 
he saw Mrs. Eddy nearly 40 years 
ago in Boston posing asa spirit 
medium. It is nocrime fora per- 
son to change their views or believe 
in immortality. It is better to be 
truthful. Mrs. Eddy invented 
Christian Science, her ambition was 
to be the head. 2 

Colonel Olcott says there is даа- 
ger in mediumship to offset his 
belief. To those who investigate 
Spiritualism with pure spiritual 
motives, and have a desire to know 
of spirit life and pray for the com- 
ing of loved ones in spirit Ше, there 
is no danger. There may be those 
who seek for amusement, the furth- 
erance of worldly affairs by knowi- 
edge thus gained by those who 
would prostitute it to fortune tell- 
ing for to every one comes his own 
and he gets what he seeks. The 
devilish spirit will avoid an angel 
of truth. 

Dewie posed as a prophet. Не 
caused hundreds to believe that he 
was a descendant from Elijah and 
money flowed into his treasury like 
water. Mrs. Eddy, in like manner, 
was successful. Col. Olcott may 
possibly in his Ttheosophy gain 
shekels of gold. Where financial 
gain is the issue on the part of 
leaders of ali cults, it may flourish 
for atime, but the evil and fraud 
to deceive mankind by ай these 
schemes will come back with telling 
effect, 

The healing art, or science of mag- 
netic healing, to help the sick, 
should not be practiced for the sake

and wandering about the house in 
mv sleep, mother's quick ear would 
hear me and she would gently put 
me back to my bed. 

It was not my purpose to give 
my life history when | commenced 
this summary altho I could give 
some very interesting facts of my 
ch:sdhood. but space will not per- 
mit.

best to select a patient dying with a 
disease that produces great exhaus- 
tion, the death occurring with little 
or no muscular movement, because * 
in such a case the beam could be 
kept more perfectly at balance and 
any loss occurring readily noted. 

The patient was under observa- 
tion for three hours and forty 
minutes beíore death, іуіпр on а 
light framework built upon very 
delicately balanced platform beam 
scales. 

The patient’s comfort was looked 
after in every way, altho he was 
practically moribund when placed 
upon the bed. He lost weight 
slowly at the rate of one cunce per 
hour due to evaporation of mois- 
ture in respiration and evaporation 
of sweat. 

During all three hours and forty 
minutes I kept the beam end 
slightiv above balance near the 
upper limiting bar in order to make .

with no repound. The loss was 
ascertained to be three-fourths of 
an ounce. 

This lossof weight could not be 
due to evaporation of respiratory 
moisture and sweat, because that 
bad already been determined to go 
on. in his case, at the rate of one- 
sixticth of an ounce per minute, 
whereas thisloss was sudden and 
large. three-fourths of an ounce 10 
a iew seconds. 

The bowels did not move; if they 
had moved the weight would still 
have remained upon the bed except 
fora slow loss by the evaporation 
of moisture depending, of course, 
upon the fluidity of the feces. The 

ladder evacuated one or two drams 
cf urine. This remained upon the 
bed and could onlv have influenced 
the weight by slow gradual evapo- 
ration and therefore in no way could 
accouat for the sudden loss. 

There remained but one more. 
channel of loss to explore, the ex- 
piration of all but the residual air 
in the lungs. Getting upon the I 
bed myself, my colleague put the 
beam at actual balance. Inspira- 
tion and expiration of air as forci- 
bly as possible by me had no effect 
upon the beam. My colleague got 
upon the bed and I placed the beam 
at balance. Forcible inspiration 
and expiration of airon his part 
had no effect. In this case we 
certainly have an inexplicable loss 
of weight of three-fourths of an 
ounce. Is it the soul substance? 
How other shall we explain it? 

My second patient was a man 
moribund fiom tuberculosis. He 
was on the bed about four hours 
and fifteen minutes under observa- 
tion before death. The first four 
hours he lost weight at the rate of

duplicated by evaporation of the 
same amount of water on the scales, 
every other condition being the 
same, е.. g., temperature of the 
room, except the presence of the 
dog’s body. 

‘The dogs experimented on 
weighed from 15 to 70 pounds and 
the scales with the total weight up- 
on them were sensitive to опе-Біх- 
teenth of an ounce. The tests on 
dogs wete vitiated by the use of 
two drugs administered to secure 
the necessary quiet and freedom 
from struggle so necessary to keep 
the beam at balance. 

The ideal test оп dogs would be 
obtained in those dying from some 
disease that rendered them much 
exhausted and incapable of strug- 
en ре. It was not my fortune to get 
dogs dying from such sickness. 

The net result of the experi- 
ments conducted on human beings 
is that a loss of substance occurs at 
death not accouted for by known 
channels of lose. Is it the soul sub- 
stance? It would seem to me to 
be во. According to our hvpothesis 
such a substance is necessary to the 
assumption of continuing or persist- 
ing personality after bodilv death, 
and here we have experimental 
demonstration that а substance 
capable of being weighed does 
leave the human body at death. 

If this substance 15 a counterpart 
of the physical body, has the game 
bulk, occupies the same dimensions 
in space, then it isa very much 
lighter substance than the atmos- 
phere surrounding our earth which 
weighs about one and. one-fourth 
ounces рег cubic foot. This would 
bea fact of great significance, as 
such a body would readily ascend 
ve in our ‚ The absence 
то а E rers mass leaving the 
body at death would of course be 
no argument against continuing 
personality, for a space-occupying 
body or substance might exist not 
capable of being weighed, such as 
the ether. 

It has been suggested that the 
ether might be that substance, but 
with the modern conception of 
science that the ether is the primary 
form of all substance, that all other 
forms of matter are merely differ- 
entiations of the ether having 
varying densities, then it seems to 
me that soul substance which in 
this life is linked organically with 
the body, cannot be identical with 
the ether. Moreover, the ether is 
supposed to be nondiscon:inuous, а 
continuous whole and nct capable 
of existing in separate masses as 
ether, whereas the one prime requi- 
site for a continuing personality or 

individuality is the quality of 
separateness, the ego as separate 
S and distinct from all things else, the 
nonego. 

To my mind therefore tbe soul 
substance cannot be the ether as 
ether; but if the theory that ether 
is the primary form of all sub- 
stance із true, then the soul! sub- 
stance must necessarially bea dif- 
ferentiated form of it: 

If it is definitely proved that 
there is in the human being a loss 
of substance at death not accounted 
for by known channels of loss, 
and such loss of substance does not 
occur in the dog as my experiments 
would seem to show, then we have 
here a physiological difference be- 
tween the human and the canine at 
least and probably between the 
human and all other forms of ani- 
mal life. ` 

I am aware that а large number 
of experiments would require to be 
made before the matter can be 
proved beyond any possibility of 
error, but if further and sufficient 
experimentation proves that there 
is a loss of substance occurring at 
death and not accounted for by 
known channels of loss, the estab- 
lishment of such a truth cannot fail 
to be of the utmost importance. 

One ounce of fact more or less 
wil have more weight in demon- 
strating . «ће truth of the reality of

than all the hair-splitting theories

If other experiments prove that 
there is a loss of weight occurring 


at death, not accounted for by 
known channels of lcss, we must 
either admit the theory that it is 
the hypothetical soul substance, or 
some other explanation of the phe- 
nomenon should be forthcoming. 
If proved true, the materialistic 
conception will have been fully met, 
and proof of the substantial basis 
for mind or spiritor soul continu- 
ing after the death of the body, 
insisted upon asnecessary by the 
materialsts, wil have been furn- 
ished. 

It will prove aiso that the spirit- 
ualistic conception of the imma- 
teriality of the soul was wrong. 
The postulates of religious creeds 
have not been a positive and final 
settlement of the question. 

The theories of all tbe philo- 
sophers and al the' philosophies 
offer no final solution of the problem 
of ` continued personality after 


‘bodily death. This fact alone of a 


space occupying body of measur- 
able weight disappearing at death, 
if verified, furnishes the substantial 
basis for persisting personality or a 
conscious ego surviving the act of 
bodily death, and in the element of 
certainty 15 worth more than the 
postulates of all the creeds and all 
the metaphysical arguments com- 
bined. 

In the year 1854 Rudolph Wag- 
ner, thé physiologist, at the Got- 
tingen Congress of Physiologist, 
proposed a discussion of a “Special 
Soul Substance." The challenge 
was accepted, but no discussion 
followed and among the 500 voices

would b= allowed to think for him- 
self and develop the inherent powers 
within him and where he would not 
have the most sacred gift that has 
ever been vouchsafed to man stunted 
or completely c:ushed. 

In public schools, the Bible is 
read each day as the word of God 
and given to the child as his guide 
and benefactor. Хо teacher or pu- 
pil is allowed to question it in the 
school room, but must accept it as 
such, and children whose parents 
are Spiritualists are made to feel 
they have been ostracised if they do 
not fall in line and conform with 
these ideas.

“The true tests of progress in true 
religion are (1) Is there a kinder 
and broader view of such subjects 
enabling all men of а! creeds to 
live in amity and charity? (2) Are 
the criminal statistics better? (3) 
Are the drink return better. show- 
ing the same thing? (4) Ís there 
more reading, more demand for lec- 
tures, more intereat io science, show- 
ing that the mind is gaining upon 
the body? (5) Are the savings bank 
return better, showing thrift and 
self denial? (6) Are the trade re- 
turns better, showing greater indus- 
try and efficiency? (7) Are there 
more charitable institutions, and 
does man show more clearly his 
sense of duty towards the lower an- 
imals? Such practical tests as these, 
which do actually for the most part 
show progress, are worth more than 
the ritual observances which may or 
may not go with a good life. 

"There is ап aggressivé form of 
religion calling itself dogmatic faith, 
which has done far more harm to 
the human race than pestilence or 
famine. Directly to its door must 
be laid, not only а! the blood- 
stained history of Mahometanism, 
but all the murderous doings which 


have in turn disgraced every sect of 
Christianity. In thenameof Christ, 


the Apostle of Peace, this dreadful 
school of thought, within a few cen- 
turies of His death, brought about 
such quarrels and such murder as 
had never been heard oí in pagan 
days. Over the Homoiousian ques- 
tion, & theological point depending 
upon а diphthong, it has been reck- 
oned tiat a hundred thousand peo- 
ple lost their lives, champions and 
victims of faith.

panion of Rameses, (Moses) the ad- 
e son of that great queen. 

That in Alexandria "The Place of 
Wisdom,” he added great stores to 
his already splendid knowledge of 
disease, its cause and cure. I might 
further add that he was of Chaldea, 
but a!l this would not give you ап 
adequate reason why he was today 
working in your world and what the 
true purpose of his mission was. 1 
thot no one but myself knew. and 
vet part of it has been told me by 
two others—First by vour own won- 
deríul mystic adept J. Clegg Wright 
and by another. a great mahatma 
of the Yoga.

We propose to speak to you on a 
subject of which we have before 
treated, but not at ‘агре. You 
have alleged, and it has frequently 
been seid, that the creed we profess 
and the system of religion which 
we teach, are vague, shadowy, and 
impalpable. It has been said that 
the effect of our teaching is to un- 
settle men's minds аз to the old 
faith, without providing a new and 
rational’ form of belief. Many of 
these objections we have dealt with 
separately, but we have not yet at- 
tempted to set before vou an ex- 
haustive outline of the religion 
which we desire to see rooted 
among men. This we propose to 
do now, so far as it is possible. 

We commence with God, the 
Supreme, All-Wise Ruler of the 
universe, who is enthroned over ail 
in eternal calm, the Director and 
Judge of the totality of creation. 
Before His Majesty we bow in 
solemn adoration. We have not 
seen Him, nor do we hope vet to 
approach His presence. Millions of 
ages, as you count time, must run

telligence. His government of the 
universe reveals Him to us as 
potent, wise, and good. His deal- 
ings with ourselves we know to be 
tender and loving. 

The past has becn fruitful of 
mercy and loving-kindness; the 
present has been instinct with love 
and tender considerations; into the 
future we do not pry. We are con- 
tent to trust it in the hands of One 
whose power and love we have ex- 
perienced. And we do not, as 
curious mortals pleasc themselves 
with imagining, picture a future 
which has its origin in our own in- 
telligence, and is disproved by each 
advancement in knowledge.

You may better direct 
your attention for the present to 
man's condition as an incarnated 
spirit, and seek to learn how pro- 
gressive development, in obedience 
to the laws which govern him, leads 
to happiness in the present and ад- 
vancement in the immediate future. 
The far off spheres, into which only 
the refined and purified can enter, 
you may leave in their seclusion. 
И is not for mortal eye to gaze into 
their secrets. Sufficient that you 
know that they unfold their portals 
only to the blessed ones, and that 
you and all may be ranked within 
them after due preparation and de- 
velopment. 

It is more important that we 
speak of man's duty and work in 
the earth-life. Man, as you know, 
is a spirit temporarily enshrined in 
a body of flesh; a spirit with & 
spiritual body which isto survive 
its severance from the earth body. 
as one of your teachers has incul- 
cated rightly; tho he erred in minor 
particulars. This spiritual body it 
is the object of your training in 
this sphere of probation to develop 
and fit for its life in the sphere of 
spirit. That life so far ав it con- 
cerns you to know, is endless. You 
cannot grasp what eternity means. 
Sufficient now that we demonstrate 
to your enduring existence, end in- 
telligence existing after the death of 
the body. 

This Being, temporarily enshrined 
in the body of earth, we regard as 
a conscious, responsible intelligence, 
with duties to perform, with respon- 
sibilities, with capacities, with ac- 
countability, and with power of 
progress or retrogression.. The in- 
carnated spirit has its conscience, 
rude frequently and undeveloped, 
of inherent right and wrong. It 
has its opportunities of develop- 
ment, its degrees of probation, its 
phases of training. and tts helps in 
progression if it will use them. Of 
these we have spoken before, and 
shall say more hereafter. For the 
present; we tell you of man’s duty 
in the sphere of probation. Man, 
as a responsible spiritual being, has 
duties which concern himself, his 
fellow-man, and his God. 

Your teachers have sufficiently 
outlined the moral code which af- 
fects man's spirit, so far as their 
knowledge thas extended, and has 
been communicable to you. But 
beside and beyond what they have 
taught you lies a wide domain. 
The influence of spirit upon spirit 
is only now beginning te be recog- 
11564 among men; yet therein lie 
some of the mightiest helps and 
bars to human progress, Of this, 
too, you will learn more hereafter; 
but for the present we may sum up 
man’s highest duty asa spiritual 
entity in the word Progress—in 
knowledge of bimself, and of all 
that makes for spiritua! develop- 
ment. The duty of man consid- 
ered as an intellectual being, posses- 
sed of mind and intelligence, is 
summed up in the word Culture in 
all its infinite ramifications; not in 
one direction only, but in all; not 
for earthly aims alone, but for the 
grand purpose of developing the 
faculties which are to be perpetu- 
ated in endless development. Man’s 
duty to himself ав a spirit incar- 
nated ina body of fleshis Purity 
in thot, word, and act. In these 
three words, Progress, Culture, Pur- 
ity, we roughly sum up man's duty 
to himself as а spiritual, an intel- 
lectual, and a corporeal being. 

Respecting the duty . which man 
owes to the race of which he is а 
unit, to the community of which 
he 15 а member, we strive again to 
crystallise into one word the central 
idea which should animate him. 
That word is Charity. Tolerance

from the place. What I thus felt 
may be experienced by all sensitive 
persons, who are any way obser- 
vant. 

Jealousy is an evil most prevalent 
among the ambitious, who have not 
yet sloughed off the very obstacle 
that standsin the way of having 
their ambitions realized—namely 
self-love. Ambition in its unalloyed 
state is the desire to do good or be 
good—to attain perfection of or in 
something. But self-love prevents 
fruition, and seeing in others what 
they are aspiring for ires them to 
the extent of their passion; for 
seli-love, like other incongruities іп 
the human character, becomes a 
passion when permitted to govern 
the higher or better nature of the 
individual. Its manifestations are 
vanity, conceit, false pride, hauti- 
ness and selfishness generally. The 
high-minded, the pure, the unpre- 
tentiows and the charitable are not 
truubled with jealousy. Their very 
nature repudiates it as something to 
te shunned, despised, abhorred, 
and thus it can only find lodge- 
ment in the narrow-minded, un- 
charitable and vain-glorious. Next 
to selfishness per se, jealousy is the 
most universal evil in existence; and 
fortunate is he who can climb over 
it, for it relieves the heart of much 
bitterness and concern about others, 
tho they do not interest him in the 
least. 

Our removal from my father's 
house, therefore, put us under a 
cloud for a time, being the first 
break into our material happiness 
since из inception at the nuptial 
altar. Butit had its moral effects 
in that it opened the doors to our 
hearts once more— yea, the portals 
of our soul-natures—and “Richard 
was himself again," in my case. 

From that time on began my 
“true lif," tor I walked in the 
light, аз it were. I had a guidance 
that was superior to all book- 
knowledge. I could detect jealousy 
wherever nidden, and could govern 
myself accordingly, I could sense 
insincerity in a person thru instinct, 
аз пу wite had imparted it to me, 
or thru :ntuition, as she termed it, 
I could control my feelings in the 
presence of ап uncongenial com- 
panion cr stranger, knowing that 
the discomfort was merely due to 
аск of soul harmony, and thus 
used a little diplomacy to become 
master of the situation. Not how- 
ever usin my powers to deceive ог 
to fatter bevond reason. I tried 
the latter once in a moment of over- 
zeaiousness, but missed the mark. 
It proved that there were others, 
who, while they may not have made 
sul-science a study as І did, were 
aiso intuitive enough to sense in- 
sinceritv. But I turned the event 
into a joke to regain his good 
opinion of myself, or, at least, not 
to innerit a bad one. 

I sensed the discordant vibration 
L^tween us па moment, and had 
learned another lesson. It was 
tiat the unexpressed disrespect of 
another could be sensed or detected 
bv feeling tvolish in their presence, 
or better said, embarrassed. Now, 
besides being disrespected, some 
peopie have the faculty of treating 
one with centempt. This may be 
detected in like manner. Besides 
feeling combarrassed, one feels de- 
pressed after a little while, with the 
desire to set away. Now, add а 
fecling ой fear or dread to the 
latter, «па you are in danger of 
some sort—the soul sensing it, and 
reveals its tear to the outer con- 
sciousness аз uneasiness, which in- 
creases till it reaches the point, 
where a feeling oí terror cautions 
vou to leave. 

These were the effects of experi- 
ences consequent upon noting the 
iirst feeling of embarrassment, in- 
cited by disrespect ina person my 
equal in soul-development. We 
might brock the disrespect or con- 
teinpt of our inferiors, or persons, 
whose cpinions аге not valued, but 
it causes suffering. when coming 
trom our equals. our superiors or 
those whose opinions stand 
tor something among their constitu- 
ents — w ho are themselves respected 
for wzat they are worth. But 
зе (-гсхресЕ inherits respect from 
others; and aman, who preserves 
hi. dizuity by a control over his 
oassions, his self-love or his anger 
when irritated bv a difference of 
opinion іп another, or a criticism, 
can always hoid the range and even 
incite his superiors to a feeling of 
deference in his behalf, if he re- 
mans consistent—true to himself, 
And to be true to himself а man 
must feel that way—be honest at 
heart with no desire to deceive, to 
latter or to gain a point for selfish 


¬ 
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ends. For as we feel с 
feel, or sense our mot 
the most ignorant-lookin 
highly intuitive, and b: 
deceive such, we only c 
selves. “Honesty is 
policy" always—even : 
butasa principle it is 
and it becomes a princip 
true to self in matters 
conscience.

Our local auxiliary societies as а 
rule seem to be doing good effective 
work and I am of the opinion that 
their reports to the convention wŠ 
show that the Cause is progressing 
favorably thru this branch of state 
work.

Since the soul senses things be- 
vond the reach of material science, 
may not this instinctive or intuitive 
belief in a superior intelligent power 
in nature, be one of them—soul 
recognizing soul, its.origin? It may 
te the only proof we ever will ob- 
tain, but it should be equally as 
acceptable as other unseen things 
are thus obtained.

But materia! science may not 
wish to admit this. It is of no con- 
sequence; for its field is to study 
effects. Soul science studies causes. 
Both have good missions. Antago- 
nizing each other is therefore out of 
place. Effects can only be cognized 
by the exterior consciousness; 
causes bv the interior—yet the for- 
mer is dependent on the latter for 
its ability to do so. Should they 
not then have equal rightsas fac- 
tors jn our search after truth?

It was several years after being 
called home from Georgetown con- 
vent before I again experienced one 
of thèse psycho-arie flights. During 


the interval many changes had tak- 
en place in our family.

We teach »atriotisin; but only 
such love of country that shali en- 
tail peace on earth, We think that 
militarism need not be taught asa 
part of the system of education of 
the youth. We were not soldiers 
by training; but only by neces- 
sity at an epoch in our national 
career when the very soul of our 
national life was threatened. 
We went forth at our nation's call 
to preserve its institutions which 
were for the rights of every human 
being as procldimed by the Declar- 
ation of Independence, viz.: “АП 
men were endowed by the creator 
with certain inalienable rights, 
amongst which аге Ше, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness." 

Scifish greed has enslaved mil- 
hons of human beings, and the 
question of “states rights” had al- 
most threatened the national 
autonomy, and became of a charac- 
ter threatening to the free institu- 
tions of а Republic. Altho our 
brethren rebelled, they did so tor 
sectional privileges that were detri- 
mental to the other section. We 
happened to live in the section 
where defense was necessary. We 
became an armv of defenders and 
not aggressors. Soon as the victory 
was won we returned to our homes 
and beat our swords into pruning 
hooks, and took up the industrial 
pursuits of husbandry, mechanics, 
merchandising, etc., and North and 
South gave the glorious promise of 
restoration that today is realized in 
the magnificence of our great pro- 
ductive country, and united people.

I would that I had 
time todav to talk about the sad 
effect of war upon mothers, wives 
and children. I would like to talk 
about the effect of war upon the 
young men, the influence ой which 
is always felt by resultant imrroral- 
ities and retarded purposes of life. 
Let us trust that at the Hague this 
month great progress will be made 
for arbitration of all national differ- 
ences, until бпаПу during the life of 
some early generation there shall be 
the complete disarmament of the 
world and the angel soeg resound 
thruout every corridor of the earth, 
and peace and good will be realized. 

Comrades, I rejoice that you are 
honored for your many sacrifices for 
your country's welfare, and that 
you honor your fallen comrades by 
placing flowers upon their graves, 
for in the eternal life they know 
that your love for them unites you 
each and all in a divine consanguin- 
ity. Go forth unto your duties of 
life as good citizens and noble ех» 
emplars to the comibg generations, 
as men who love their fellow men; 
and march on until victory shall 
crown humanity with the pursuite 
of peace that shall create the 
armies of industrialism instead of 
militarism. 

But, I can truly sing as follows, 
with Charles G. Halpine: 


Comrades known ia marches many, 
Comrades tried in dangers many, 
Comrades bcund by memories 
many, 
Brothers ever let us be. 
Wounds or sickness may betide us, 
Marching orders may divide us, 
But whatever fate betide us, 
Brothers of the heart are we.

Ai least, cvervthing points in that 
direction--rman's intuitive fear to 
d, wrong. his struggle for perfec- 
tion, his endeavors at reform; 
tis sorrow at the fall of those he 
loves, as tho he 1$ going to lose 
them: his punishment of crimi- 
náls to check crime іп others; his 
remorse after having sinned, and 
his readiness to right a wrong, etc. 

These are all indications of a 
higher nature combatting a lower, 
and there can be but few, who have 
not had some experience proving 
this-——if but to regret а hastily 
epoken word that may have given 
somebody heart-ache. 

Why this conscence-suffering, if 
it were not for our ultimate good? 
Does the cat fee! any remorse after 
having eaten our favorite canary? 
No; but we’ feel such, if only for 
having neglected it. Sympathy is 
the motive-power which rules man, 
but it is not alwavs in active opera- 
поп. It often sinks to selfishness, 
and then to hatred, when man be- 
comes the brute. Between love and 
hatred lies the struggle, and the 
balance of power rests with that 
emotion. which is most frequently 
expresse, ‘vhether in deed, thot or 
recling. When the sympathic forces 
vain the ascendency, selfishness and 
hatred dose their potency and be- 
come dormant as factors in the soul 
of man. A modicum of love in ex- 
cess of the nether impulses, 
measured as a force or law, pertects 
the man in that direction, and his 
reward 1s light, a clear conscience, a 
feeling oi peace within and a cheer- 
fu!ness not otherwise experienced. 

A positive iove-iomgg-—that prin- 
ciple freed from its antithetical im 
pulses, jealousy, selfishness and 
hatred—makes man naturally calm, 
tranquil and peaceful. and this 
state of the soul or intelligent force- 
centre, has a like effect on the 
brain. with results compatible with 
these conditions—clear thinking, 
accurate reasoning, and  conse- 
quently an open way for the soul's 
intuitive knowledge to arise to the 
surface.

A correspondent complains that 
in mmy recent article entitled ‘Our 
own :ature" Г ‘shatter the funda- 
mental teaching cf Spiritualism” 
winch, he asserts, is the continu- 
ance mto the neat state of one's per-

3s One's personal, mental and moral 
riake up," which he thinks shouid 
romain unchanged thruout eternity. 
I cannot believe that older Spiritual- 
ists hold any such impossible beliet, 
iut for the benefit of youth, and 
Нео! vical ignorance, | will once 
again таке it a study trom the 
standpoint of science. 

There are certain obvious objec- 
tions t> such a belief that even a 
спи can grasp. For instance my 
correspondent has a friend burn a 
cripple. Is he to remain a crippled 
personalitv "over there”? Another 
has Leen crippled mentailv. Is 
weak-minded and a laughingstock. 
It his personaiity is to be changed 
:nto that of bright intelligence how 15 
пе to be recognized? А child dies. 
Must it refuse to grow into man- 
hood Тог tear of changing из person- 
ality’ But if it grows how 15 it to 
be recognized by the newcomer in 
ври" hfe? And from the spirit 
side we mav ask how is the loving 
husband who «ед in early monhood, 
to recognize as his darling the old 
grandmother who crosses "the dr 
vide” ha! а century later И the per- 
вопа! и г of «arth Ше is to be contin- 
ued? These are surface questions 
that shouid startle my correspon- 
dent :nto beginning to change his 
own “incntal’ personality, even at 
the risk of being unrecognised "over 
there.” 

Now let us broaden our theme. and 
схапиле for a moment the person- 
ality of form, which is really at. the 
foundation cf my correspond. nt's 
troubie, 

Interming'ed with all questions of 
Leredi:v, size апа pianetary condi- 
tions. If man, as we know him, 
coull exist оп other planets. he 
wouki be 50 feet high on Jupiter, 
and perhaps, 24 inches on Mercury. 
That would be the outer casing of 
his personal:ty which my correspon- 
dent wishes to retain. But our 
mental personality depends on the 
shape and quality of our brain, and 
could not be the same on any two 
planets. For my correspoedent is 
demanding that the giant and the 
dwarf shall remain unchanged as a 
necessity of "personal" recognition. 
Such facts are also "suríace facts,” 
familiar to every student in Natural 
History, tho thev mav become theo- 
iogically distorted. But if person- 
ality is to to be our theme let us be- 
vin at the beginning, or as near that 
beginning as mortal man has been 
able to creep. 

My correspondent, and all the rest 
of us, started from a speck of proto- 
plasm in a cell. We do not say 
that life commenced in that speck 
of protoplasm, but we do say that 
organic lite takes its start there. 
That one speck, out of which the 
planet was to be peopled, could 
split itself into a number of specks, 
each like itself. This process of 
multiplication is called “par heno- 
genisis'' and results in the offspring 
being just like the parent. Such 
dull monotonv would leave life with- 
out any possibility of progress, so 
the Universal [ntelligence tried. the 
experiment of progeny multiplied by 
two, instead of being evolved by 
only one. Under this process 
"variation" became the law of life. 
The mating couple each had its 
«hare in making the child, but the 
four grandparents are there too, and 
back of them the myriad ancestors 
of the newborn child of today. So 
that Бу change from one parent to 
two we have the wondrous influ- 
ence of heredity forced upon every 
living form. That is one point for 
the reader to remember. for we 
shall presently see its bearing upon 
the ' personality” my correspon- 
dent is so anxious to perpetuate. 

This propogation by two parents 
instead of one changed each parent 
physically and mentally írom the 
old ancestor who was twoin one. 
Let us see what that means. In 
the cell or egg of the female is de- 
posited yolk food that will be needed 
by the unborn offspring. That 
means that the female will be differ- 
ently shaped, and comparatively 
clumsy. The male will now seek 
his mate. He moves actively. his 
one object being to fertilise the fe- 
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male. Не fights tor both possession 
and protection, and his sex is thus 
differentiated. Wethus have male 
and female because without that 
distinction there would be no variety 


in life. The parents become special- 
ized. The mother lives for her 
child. Without her care it dies. 


She wil! fight for her child, right or 
wrong. She knows nothing of jus- 
tice. She isa born partisan, and 
her whole mentality is thus shaped 
оу her motherhood. The same in- 
uence of heredity shapes the wo- 
man upnaflicted with a husband. 
She is the mother of eggs, altho they 
тау be unfertilized. ( 

Women is not ап undeveloped 
шап, nor his inferior. They аге 
each shaped by Nature for the part 
thev play in propagating the species. 
А manly woman and a womanly 
man are monstrosities, mental her- 
maphrodites. This is not to be an 
essay upon evolution. lam point- 
ing out these proved facts because 
of their bearing upon lite after death 
The mother must, and wil be the 
home maker. It follows asa natu- 
ral consequence from her being the 
egg producer. She can never sbine 
as a legislator or a fighter. The 
few who attempt it are, as I have 
said, monstrosities. On the other 
hand everything that makes home 
the happiest spot onearth is pro- 
vince. The man must struggle to 
orovide for both himself and his 
family. The man who will not do 
this is, in his turn, a monstrositty. 

The whole fabric of society is 
founded on these distinctions of sex. 
Тһе student of natural history ac- 
cepts these statements as proved by 
scientific research. We might elab- 
orate these consequences of sex into 
an essay upon natural history. But 
that is not our object. 

The tirst point to notice is that 
sex is a dominant factor in person- 
ашу. My correspondent does not 
dream of finding a female friend of 
his posing as a male in the next lite. 
He wants his wife, mother, sister 
over there. His father and his 
dear old friend are to be men as in 
davs of yore. Nothing short of 
that will satisfy him for he is sob- 
bing at the bare possibility of any 
change in one's personality in the 
next life. I certainly agree with 
him so far. Science has never yet 
discovered either male or female 
changing sex in this life. Sex is the 
rule of Nature by which a world is 
to be peopled ín endless variety, but 
without the destruction of species. 

The conditions undef which life 
manifests in this planet demand sex. 
And the necessitv of sex compels а 
difference mentally and physically 
in the egg bearing partner or female 
from the personality of the active 
father of the family. But this dif- 
ference, this distinction first ap- 
peared, and has since been evolved 
by the necessities of maortai Ше on 
this planet.

The science of philosophy i$ one 
of the best known and understood 
ef all of the applied sciences. 
Superficia) reasoners have по use 
for it and even go so far as to sneer 
at those who seek to determine the 
root meanings of the words that 
make up language. 1п tracing 
soine words to their primacy, many 
very intcresting as well ав instruc- 
tive shades of meaning are dis- 
covered. Especially is this true of sa 
the terms that we have takeg over 
from the Greek language. The 
Greeks were exceptionally gifted im k 
their ability to create terms that 
made clear the most subtle and 
delicate shades of meaning. Take 
the term “Life” in our tongue. 
The broad general term in Greek is, 
"Bios, but the Greeks, had so 
many concepts of life that ''Bios,"' 
would not answer for theg all. 
Hutos, Zoe, Pneuma, Pseuche, were 
al invented and used in their mus- 
ical tongue to express delicate 
shades ot thot not easily grasped 
by Occidentalists. Zoe, sometimes 
approaches the word, Pseuche, in 
meaning, yet it is the lesser term of 
the two. “Zoe, Mou, Sas, Agapo” 
—quoting Byron, “Му dearest life, 
I love thee."

But forms of every kind, from 
the giant sun to the microscope 
spermatozoon, some day fall to 
pieces. And the personality neces- 
sarily also disappears, for personality 
is always associated with form. 

It happens that éxperience has 
demonstrated to many folks, and to 
a few scientists, that something exists 


. in man, ог in most men, bowever it 


got there, which remains after the 
material form has ропс to pieces. 
А few striking appearances seem to 
almost prove that some ot the higher 
animals have also recetvcd or evolved 
this "something" which death oí 
the form cannot destroy. We pre- 
sume, tho we do not KNOW, that 
mankind asa whole have attained 
or received this magnificent embodi- 
ment of intelligence and energy 
which is not dependent upon what 
we call “personality” for expression. 
That is what we mean when we talk 
about “immortality.” But here we 
come to а startling truth. 

Human immortality is today as 
much a proved scientific fact às hu- 


. man mortality. But spirit-return 


is so embedded in imagination, and 
so colored by mortal sense and ex- 
perience, that the scientist who ac- 


. cepts immortality as a (act can only 


take spirit-return in homoepatbic 
doses of very high dilution. In 
other words, the personality beyond 
this life: which theology teaches, 

ich my correspondent craves,

чов is contradicted by thé fact that the 


personality by which we know each 
other here is entirely dependent 
upon the conditions of life in this 
planet of ours. And like conditions 
will not be found on any other 
planet, nor, most assuredly’, in that 
life of the hereafter to which we are 
all hastening. 

It is an axiom of science that any 
organ which is not both useful and 
active will presently shrink, and at 
last disappear. Man's form, and 
especially woman's, has a number 
of such relics of the past, some of 
which, like the third eyelid, аге al- 
ready almost out of sicht. They 
were evolved at a certain period in 
the history of ancestral necessity. 
When no longer needed that eyelid 
had to cease to be a part of the hu- 
man personality. 

Suppose we apply this fact to 
personality in the next life. Here 
lies the form of the woman I loved. 
Its physical p.ricnality is dropping 
to pieces. So much isa fact that 
mortal sense accepts. But her 
mentality is still alive, as is proved 
by spirit-return. That mentality 
is supposed to have all ready for it 
а form shaped like the old пе. So my 
darling is wearing a new form which 
encloses the old mentality. Such is 
the conception and teaching of borh 
the theologian and the Spiritualist. 
But form is always a matter of 
necessity and adaption to environ- 
ment. And that conception of the 
revival gf the old personality is op- 
posed tó the facts as we now know 
them. Ido not assert—that chil- 
dren are not born in the next life, 
but not even a whisper comes from 
the unseen but denies it. Here it 
is a necessity of our planet life, and 
both form and personality, ав we 
know them, are the result.

Even the tyro in spirit-return 
presently discovers there are diffi- 
culties in the way of mental inter- 
course. He cannot goto one me- 
dium and continue the conversation 
he had with his old friend thru an- 
other. There is an evident at 
tempt to tell him things in terms of 
his everyday mortal experience, for 
he can understand no other, so that 
the result is usually a hash of truth 
and adsurdity that renders spirit- 
return useless and often dangerous 
to the mortal, save for its proof of 
immortality. It must be so, for, as 
we have seen, (Не old individuality 
may be there, and we occasionally 
get proof that it is, but it is now en- 
cased in a пех personality of form, 
and therefore a new expression of 
the old intelligence. His experi- 
ence proves this to every careful 
student. 

His loved one passed over twenty 
years ago, yet she appears, or im- 
presses herself on his mentality as 
at the same age, and with the same 
form. Or it may be his old mother 
who left та Ше feebleness of old age. 
She returns so that he identifies her, 
and he magnifies the test, as proof 
that she is stil! his dear old mother. 
Apart from the fact that she will ap- 
pear to other friends according to 
their memories of her personalitv of 
form there is, as we have seen, the ab- 
solute certainty that both her form 
and her consequent mentality must 
be very different from what they 
were in earth life, altho her individ- 
uality and its memories тпау re- 
main unchanged. 

Of course the old Spiritualist, 
whose belief has been founded сп 


phenomena, will be startled at these 


assertions, and his first impulse will 
be to deny them. But if he will 
study any good work on biology, 
and apply its facts to his present 
belief in spirit-return he will 
discover why so many talented sci- 
entists who accept his facts draw 
such different inferences and con- 
clusions, and declare that spirit-re- 
turn fails of scientific demonstra- 
tion, 

Let him study the law of hereditv. 
Heredity is the expression of ances- 
tral force and mentality. Such anex- 
pression of earth life influences is. as 
we have seen, impossible in another 
life. Just as impossible as that the 
form should remain the same when 
motherhood and fatherhood have 
ceased to be compelling forces. 

What the form and its resultant 
mentality may be for the advancing 
spirit the present writer does not 
know, nor pretend to guess. He 
knows it cannot be the same, and 
perforce waits till experience shall 
teach him its lesson ‘over there.” 
Environment is another factor in 
the problem. In earth life we are 
each shaped mentally by his en- 
vironment. Our new mental ex- 
pression will be necessarily as differ- 
ent as our new environment. So 
that, on the whole, my unfortunate 
correspondent, who bewails the com- 
ing loss of his present personality 
will be left like Charles Lamb who 
complained bitterly that universal- 
ist teaching had taken away his 
"dear devil "’ 

In conclusion I would say to every 
like minded reader that however 
much he may bemoan the destruc- 
tion of his old belief in a continued 
personality, the responsibility rests 
upon Nature, and what is called 
"natural law." All that the present 
writer has done is to accept the fact, 
and endeavor to learn its lesson.

for love or sympathy, even tho it 
may have good qualities inter- 
mingled with this unfortunate pas- 
sion or inherited evil, so many 
possess it.

Night and day, as far аз I remember,

When a prisoner first goes into the 
wards the warders clairo his clothes 
and bis money, and he is left with the 
barest rags to cover his nakedness. 
He is robbed of all his casb, as a mat- 
ter of course. Those who are con- 
demned are compelled, ander a threat 
of the whlp, to write begging letters to 
thelr relatives requesting them to for- 
ward money. 

If the unfortunate man hesitates to 
accede to this demand, the wardera, 
assisted by some of the oldest prison- 
ers—for it appears that inmates of 
nere than twenty years’ residence 
have accorded them certain privileges 
take the man іп hand during the 
night. The hands of the prisoners are 
fastened by a rope, and the other end 
of the rope is then passed through а 
rug which hangs from the roof of the 
ward. 

The warders then hoist the unhappy 
wretch, who is left banging in midair 
by tbe hands. Should be attempt to 
cry eut his moutb and tbroet are filled 
eíth ashes.

The Christiane say Christ died to 
save sinners from hell and damna- 
tion—save them from the conse- 
quences of a woman eating fruit 
plucked froma tree, thousands of 
years ago. They have heard of a 
devil, thot of one, been afraid of 
one, believe there is one; but never 
feason far enough to know that no 
such thing is possible. 

They differ widely among them- 
selves about the attributes of a god 
and other imaginary things, but 
do not differ about things real. If 
they were compelled to demonstrate 
the truth of their assertions they 
would find out the difference be- 
tween what they actually know and 
what they think they know. 

Their proposition is is talsethat the 
first duty of man isthe worship of a 
God about which he knows absolutely 
nothing. The worshipers say it is 
unknowable and unknown; yet they 
assert and affirm much of it with 
assumptions of knowlege. 

Belief is nota virtue, and faith 
without reason or evidence is a sign 
of mental weakness. We investi- 
gate and learn of things unknown to 
us, thereby acquiring knowledge, by 
which the mind is developed and 
the unknown becomes known. 

The church owns many hundred 
millions in property exempt from 
taxation; and пот gorged with 
weaith, it no longer has a hold upon 
the masses of the peopie; they re- 
ject its calls, its forms and give little 
attention to its teaching, its mumi- 
fied doctrines. The clergy live in 
ease end preach bumility and pa- 
tience for the workers. 

The chureh, gorged with wealth, 
is a perpetual beggar and a curse to 
the poor. It teaches the blessings 
of powerty, the beauty of humility 
and submission while it reaches 
around the world with arms of greed 
and тарастсу to gather in Из wealth 
of millions; then builds and equips 
costly temples of worship. while the 
poor and needy suffer, starve, sicken, 
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theless, its contents are so vile, in- 
decent, obscene that men,'for writ- 
ing quotations from the book and 
sending them by тай, have been 
fined and imprisoned on the charge 
of passing obscene language thru the 
United States Mails. . 

The Rev. Dr. C. H. Parkhurst, 
Presbyterian of New York said, 
"There аге parts of the Bible that 
are antagonistic to Christianity. 
There are parts that I would not 
under any circumstances reed toa 
congregation, so full are they of bit- 
ternessfand cursing. There isa large 
part of the Bible that must be ruled 
out, not as Bible but as forming any 
part of our knowledge, teaching and 
experience.” 

Such statements as that from emi- 
nent clargymen give us great satis- 
faction. 

The best book to upset the claims 
of the Bible is the Bible itself—the 
best evidences of its errors are sts 
own contradictions and confusion. 
Teachings based upon the assump- 
tion that it is divine truth have 
ceased to attract, for the reason that 
people know them to be untrue. 
The higher criticism has destroyed 
the dogma of “The plenary inspira- 
tion of the Bible" for many who ac- 
cept is conclusions because of the 
scholarly attainments of the critics; 
and because of the truths they have 
learned. 

The effects of scientific research 
and discovery have alienated thous- 
ands from religion, and so exploded 
the old dogmas and myths, that the- 
ology has become a very weak force 
to conjure with. 

The church is left far behind in 
the march of progress. In every 
land where it has been supreme tbe 
people have remained in superstition 


| and ignorance. The church haa At 
тебе to 


intervals moved forward à 
keep pace with the intelligertt people 
of this progressive age; and we hail 
with delight every relaxation of 
church bigotry. I am striving to 
rend the veil of ignorance and de- 
lusion, to let in the light of truth 
upon the darkened minds uf be- 
lievers, fallen into the pit of error, 
and will neither get out nor be 
helped out, but cling fondly to their 
delusions of faith. However, the 
spread of knowledge сотрейв a con- 
traction of supernaturalism, and 
many of the more enlightened are 
wandering away from the old paths.

ance at them for going away from 
us. 

Why are people turning impa- ag 
tiently and non-reyretfully away ad 
from the thot of eternal existence? 
The fabled hell and heaven of the 
Partial:sts, and the lazy concept of 
the Universalist regarding the fù- 
ture, have both vanished away. 
The Spiritualist has endeavored to 
present a rational view of the future, 
but it does not attract the masses, 
and even the Spiritualists themselves 
are either turning from it, or refug- 
ing to dwell upon it. The idea of 
a future existence that is the coun- 
terpart of this one—the same bu- 
man beings, the same loves, the 
same hatreds, the same conditions 
of Ше, does not exert а permanent 
intiuence over the people to whom 
itis taught.

same hope as all] other denoming- 
tionalists possess, of adding to tbeir 
material wealth. With only mater- 
ial conditions to interest the minds m 
of men, it is not difficult to see why 
immortality ceases to be attractive. 
Is it not because the future is too 
much like the life on earth? 

AS a matter of fact, the few who 
do think of a future life at all, do 
deai with it wholly from material 
comparisons and contrasts. Mortals 
are told of flowing rivers, silvery 
streams, laughing brooks, singing 
birds, blooming flowers, beautiful 
palaces, wonder‘ul temples, choice 
foods, tine raiment, and other things 
that belong to a sensuous life, that 
are to be found in the invisible 
world. Is it at all strange that they 
lose interest in such things when 
they know that the rich and power- 
ful ones have а! these things on 
earth and do not have to leave their 
bodies to get them? Does immor- 
tality mean only an appeal to the 
material senses, with no reference to 
the sou!'s impress or reality? 

Whatever may be the cause, the 
fact is patent that a stony in- 
difference as to а life beyond the 
grave has taken possession of the 
American people. Immortality is 
considered а fanciful dream, а chi- 
mera, an enlarged view of the earth. 
Millions have decided that they do 
pot care for it. Other millions re- 
fuse to think of ıt. Annihilation is 
either a welcome thot. or a stoical 
acceptation of she termination of 
existence. Where is the Christ T 
with power to call the sleeping, sin- 
bound Lazarus of despair and indif- 
ference, out of of his tomb of inet» 
tia. and set him at the noble task 64 
unselfish living and doing?

Pure thots inspire 
to reverence, just as we аге af- 
fected by purity or innocence when 
іп Из presence; sympathetic thots 
inspire to а sense of charity or 
forgiveness, just as we feel in the 
presence of a benevolent person; 
and noble thots, such as are con- 
sistent with manhood or dignity, 
tranquilize or allay the viciousness 
or ieelings of revenge in the ones 
gossiping--a positive will or one 
purified from arrogance engender- 
ing this condition—often nolens 
volens. ? 

Such is mind-reading in its in- 
fancy—by the influences touching 
us--by inference rather than tele- 
pathy. 

Telepathy or mental telegraphy 
is a reading of the thot direct, but 
one must also be sensitized to this 
bv having brain-forces or a mind 
undisturbed by discordant vibra- 
concett, 


tions, such as arrogance, 
vanity, self-sufficiency,  seif-rigbt- 
eouness hautiness, or а mind 


becalmed by a positive will. 

Intuition is soul-reading and dis- 
tinguished from mind reading by 
simply sensing a person's intentions 
or designs, whether good or ill, 
truthful or untruthful, and is an 
effect of charity or benevolence in 
self-——a sort of reward for trying to 
be good--but keen-edged in com- 
parison to the 604175 freedom from 
waivusy or other negative ten- 
dencies. Аза positive will is one 
freed Кога all torms of animal vol- 
ition, Or arrogance, So a positive ог 
peifected intuition or discernment 
is inherited by a freedom from all 
forms of animal emotion ог selfish- 
ness, hatred, envy, self-pitv, and 
ill-feeling for others—lUttie pre- 
judices not consisted with love or 
sympathy. 

Intuition ог discernment is 
synonymous with mind-reading in 
that it conveys the emotions or im- 
oulses attending the thots harbored 
against us, and from which we can 
infer the nature of the thots; but 
thots expressed in language re- 
quires a material substance like 
brain-matter to find exact expres- 
sion, words being arbitrary things 
and of а material nature—effects 
rather than causes. Thots are cau- 
sal, and thru intuition we receive 
them as such, even tho expressed 
in a foreign language. А mind- 
reader, per se, would thus not 
understand a language, in which 
he was not conversant, altho he 
may repeat the words conveyed. 
Intuition is therefore a superior 
gift. And why not? Isit not the 
reward of love—of unselfishness— 
man's highest and most divine 
life-principle ? 

But there is another form of in- 
telligent cognition of truth-—a con- 
sciousness of the unseen. It is 
inspiration—the effect of a higher 
reasoning. As love in its superior 
activity, which it attains in com- 
parison to the аПауіпр of its 
nether impulses—its negative or 
animal vibration—inherits а super- 
ior consciousness of things, termed 
intuition, so reason in its superior 
activity inherits its reward—its ad- 
ditional gift. As love and will- 
power are made positive by con- 
quering the animal, so reason is 
made positive by overcoming the 
animal sensations or love for the 
sensual or carnal. Some term it 
intelleczuality, but it is inspiration, 


pure and simple, and may be 
proved by going out into nature 


the thots that often 
come to us uninvited. Do we en- 
gender such by intellectual study? 
Is poetry an intellectual pursuit? 
If so, there would be no vibration 
init to touch our tender :eelings. 
Machine pcetry is cold—~without 
ie—thus cannot delight as nature's 
Poetry does. Nature inspires to 
thot as жей as man—-its vibration 
also incites to sensation, volition 
and emotion, but not of a nega- 
tive, pleasing in sensation, when it 
touches us with its balmy breezes, 
its purined atmosphere, its genial 
sunshine, adding volition by ats 
electricity, and inciting our emo- 
tions to a better feeling for human- 
ity under favorable conditions. Of 
course, she has her bad moods too, 
but as we are independent and self- 
centred life-entities we can make 
ourselves positive to her under 
circumstances — protect ourselves 
from her ugly moods by the proper 
use of our reason, will-power and 
love.

TEMPLE FUND? 


The Spiritualists are obtaining 
their own edifices in many cities and 
towns of the United States. And 
п many others there is а slow sav- 
ing of funds for that purpose. And 
іп many places where an edifice is 
now possessed, there is yet a debt 
to meet. These are often hard 
pressed to meet the payments; афі 
if they borrow, must do so fram 
capitalists who would give no favor 
in case of not being able to: pay 
when the obligation becomes due. 
А foreciosure and sale о the prop- 
erty is apt to occur. . 

The Temple Fund Society of the 
N. S. А. was organized to be ot helo 
and protection in such cases. “The 
intent is not to erect Temples bv 
the fund to be under control of the 
societv, or the N. 5. А., but to make 
small loans or donations where ab- 
solutely needed by the local societv 
possessing or erecting an edifice. 

There is no insistence upon them 
being called Temples; but may be 
halls, meeting-places, combination 
buildings, or any kind of an edifice 
wherein the local society may have a 
room rooms tor their society pur- 
pcses. Some people want a church, 
and some a society, others a club, 
etc., but the Temple Fund Society 
has no jurisdiction, except to decide 
their heip shal! be given where it 
wil do the mest gocd. АЦ the 
Sriritualist expect сі the fund is 
thatit shall be safely and judiciously 
handled. No опе piace to be fa- 
voted; but all possibie helped. 
Money to be placed on loan with a 
society for Tenrple purposes, when 
so requested, provided the funds аге 
за hand. Thus, [гот one hundred 
t. one thousand dollars loaned a so- 
ciy would enable them to secure а 
buildinz-lot, or make the first or last 
payment on the edifice. АП can 
readilv see how this fund will be of 
«reat bencñt, end the accrueing in- 
terest continue to swell the same, 
instead of goinz into the hands of 
people who have no regard for our 
cause. 

Such a fund is self-protection for 
the Spiritualists. 

Large suras may accrue in course 
of time, and then a Temple might 
be erected in Washington, D. C., 
where now a local society is áe&ttmu- 
lating only about one hundred dol- 
lars per annum for a building. 

A Memctiai Building in Washing- 
ton would become a permanent en- 
dowiment for Spiritualism. The 
same wouid attract world-wide at- 
tention. апа be а splendid place for 
our conventions, and possibly a 
great librarv of Spiritualist books, 
and a publishing house, etc.

No thotful person can read Sayce, 
Мах Mulier, or any other genuine 
modern scholar of deserved renown, 
and surely no one can study the ac- 
counts of recent excavations in the 
Valley of the Euphrates, the Nile 
delta and wherever else ancient 
civilization has left its ineradicable 
footmarks, without being speedily 
convinced that however much the 
present may exceed the past in 
general, atl-round, widely-extended 
culture, there were wise men of old 
and centers of learning in ancient 
centuries, equaling, if mot surpass- 
ing, the much-vaunted universities 
and academies of today. Astrol- 
ogy and Astronomy were in ancient 
days inseparable and they are 
equally inseparable today. Astrol- 
ogy is the psychical, while As- 
tronomy is the physical side of one 
grand inclusive science of universal 
interdependency.

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DIVINING CUPS. 


"v. ЮЮХС 


Among the many very interesting 
articles which are exhibited in the 
Oriental Department of the British 
Museum, none receive so little at- 
tention, and yet are so highly inter- 
esting, as the ancient divining or в. 
bation cups. Many of these have 
been found in various parts of the 
East, and are interesting, not only 
as showing the depth to which the 
superstition of divination had eaten 
into the minds of early nations, but 
are also valuable as specimens of 
that early art of which Tuba! Cain 
is the reputed father. 

The art of divination by means of 
the divivning cup is as old, if not 
older, than the time when joseph 
spoke to his brethren concerning the 
cup which was found in Benjamin's 
sack (Gen. xliv., 5.) Altho we have 
very little knowledge concerning tbe 
kind of cup in use in Egypt, yev we 
may form some idea from those 
which have come down to' us fram 
Assyria and Bablonia, altho even 
these show very marked traces jot 
Phoenician influence. А сопвідет- 
able number of divining cups were 
discoverd by the late Sir Henry 
Layard and Mr. Rassam at Nim- 
roud. 

The inside was usually decorated 
with figures of animals and mythi- 
cal creatures of various kinds, some- 
times in pairs side by side. Be- 
tween these figures are engraved 
mystical signs, by means of which 
the divination was supposed to be 
accomplished. The size of these di- 
vining cups, and the nature of the 
figures differed at different timesand 
in different countries. From what 
we know of the Egyptian divining 
cup, it would appear to have been 
mostly ornamented with figures of 
the sacred scarabaeus, and badly-ex- 
ecuted representations of the Apis 
bull. 

The Babylonian divining cup was 
a verv solid bronze dish, about elght 
to ten inches in diameter, and three- 
eighths oí an inch in thickness, al- 
tho some do not reach tbis size. 
it were figures of deities, accomp&n- 
ied by reliefs representing the twelve 
signs of the zodiac. In what man- 
ner the divinations were taken is 
dificult to say. Some have as- 
sumed that they were filled with 
wine, and then placed in the sun, 
and the reflection of its rays on the 
different animals at the bottom of 
the cup was the answer required by 
the person using them. 

This, however, is only a modern 
surmise, the ancients themselves 
having left us entirely in the dark 
as to how they were used. Certain 
it is, however, that such practices 
existec in very early times, and have 
to all intents and purposes survived 
even to our day among superstitious 
people, who think they can read the 
future in the bottom of a teacup. 
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Tis only happiness that cen keep 
us young.—Blackwood.

Do we need be invited to feel sad, 
when unwelcome news is conveyed 
tous?

—depression of spirits or a falling 
of the mental barometer—often 
portends a disappointment, as, no 
doubt, many have experienced, who 
have been observant of these facte. 
Thus joy, sorrow, delight, pain or 
suffering, sickness, changes in the 
weather and other unforseen events 
may be inferred by the causes pre- 
ceding effects —sensed as vibrations 
whispering to finer feelings, our 
higher sensations and emotions ая 
herein described, and as gethered 
from personal observations, others' 
experiences, co-incidents and logical 
conclusions generally. 

Sickness. pain and suffering are 
foretold bv feeling low-spirited fun- 
damenta!y, but accompanied by 
melancholy, involuntary sighing, 
gicominess, and often ill-humor— 
the the latter is mostly the chil- 
dren's `sign” of approaehing ill 
ness.

as nature do: .—1in fact, often tak- 
ing her part in the punishment of 
evil in his 20/9 men. 

The feelin: of resentment against 
wrong—sensed as indignation—is 
caused Гу an encroachment on our 
harmony with nature or with right- 
doing. We hate to be disturbed by 
a discordant soul-vibration-—espec- 
ially when we are moving upward, 
deviating from the negative and 
struggling for purity or justice our- 
seives. But we must not permit 
uncharity to be the judge. Many 
commit a worse evil in their con- 
demnation of a wrong than is in 
itself. This is frequently, ave, 
rnostly the case, when the wrong 1s 
directed against us. 

We have a right to vindicate our- 
selves or observe the law of self- 
preservation, but we must not 
lower ourselves toa level with the 
wrong-doer by uncharity or hatred 
—revenze. Ву so doing, we also 
place ourselves in disharmony with 
nature; and both become subject 
to her disfavor—frequently to the 
disfavor of our fellow-men as well 
and inherit punishment unlooked 
for. 

Indignation in the face of wrong 
is one thing; our self-love being 
hurt is another. We must guard 
against the latter. То kill a man 
for calling us untruthful, is certainly 
a ten-fold worse evil than the at- 
ter. But it has been done. To 
murder a man’s reputation by slan- 
der in retaliation for a slight com- 
mitted under pressure, is ап 
unreasonable vindication. It is 
not curbing our animal nature, but 
adding to its impetus, which needs 
a like self-denial to neutralize. In 
other words, it adds to our impulse 
for hating instead of loving. Evil 
passions are thus developed. In 
the language of Pope: 

“Vice isa monster of such fright- 
ful mien, 

That to be hated it needs but to be 
seen, 

But seen too oft, familiar with its 
face, 

We first endure, then pity, then em- 
brace.”

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It is not all summed up in one 
creed, for there are many, each one 
claiming that their special system is 
the only right one and each work- 
ing for the supremacy of their own 
particular method of salvation. 

Spiritualism does not rely upon 
creeduül beliefs or theological and 
dogmatic teachings, but can and 
does prove its  teaehings, by 
both physical and mental phe- 
nomena as demonstrated thru their 
sensitives or psychics.

064 ii Ви home life and associa- 
tione with humanity, the truths of 
love and domestic affection. Those 
who knew him best testified to the 
trué character of his daily life in 
home or abroad. 

Always in his public demonstra- 
tions of intelligence did he advo- 
cate liberal] thot, and that each 
human being had а birthright to 
live and think out from his or her 
own standpoint those principles 
which would embody into each 
mortal mind the right idea of true 
manhood or  womanhood. But 
these sanctimonious priests would

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INSPIRATION AND CLAIRVOYANCE 
FACTORS TO CIVILIZATION.

An active sense-consciousness, ex- 
ercised for a positive or spiritual ef- 
fect, makes the author, inventor, 


acter, and artist generally. Ап ac- 
tive self-consciousness, exercised 
spiritually, makesthe philanthropist, 
statesman or leader—while the two 
in combination make the rulers, or 
the соод and great men of history. 

But the first-named exercised for 
а negative—unspiritual or carnal ef- 
fect—leads downward, and makes 
the debauchee, giutton, drunkard, 
licentiate; while  self-consciousness 
thus exercised makes the villian or 
deceiver, the anarchist, burglar, etc.; 
and where both negatively active, 
we get both the desperado, highway- 
man. murderer. 

We might say that hunger and 
sextuality are the cause of all; the 
other self consciousness. Вис as 
man has been endowed with intelli- 
gence and a conscience which lends 
Һил intuitive warning against wrong 
as instinct warns the animal against 
dangers, he need not go wrong un- 
less he wills to do so for sensual or 
selfish reasons. 

ivil comes out of misuse of intel- 
ligence and the unheeding o! con- 
science. Their right use leads to 
intelicctuality and love—light. and 
power. Or. better said, the wrong 
use cf sense consciousness, leads to 
intemperance, disease and poverty; 
while the wrong use of selt-con- 
sciousness leads to adversity, tria!s, 
misfortune and misery. 

The reverse is thus self evident. 
Even without intellectualitv or edu- 
cation, the first named governed by 
rea»on or spirituality lead to а 
higher understanding of effects, and 
not infrequentivy accompanied by 
inspiration; while the other, gov- 
erned by love, or consciously ap- 
plied. leads to comprehension of 
causes— makes the so-called level 
head or mentally clairvoyant—see- 
ing beneath the surface of things 
by pictures or symbols in the 
“mind's eye" which serve аз warn- 
ings or guides. 

Inspiration and clairvoyance are 
Nature's teachers and have been in 
the world before schools or books, 
and by which the savage has been 
lifted to a higher plane; the bar- 
barian taught to organize; the half- 
civilized to erect temples of wor- 
ship; the civilized to create schools 
of learning. Without them man 
never would have risen out of his 
animal state; and where thev have 
been lost in debauchery and selfish- 
ness, degeneracy has followed—in- 
divicdually and collectively. 

Aiexander the Great achieved the 
most wonderful results in those 
powers alone. With 35,000 men he 
Started out to conquer Persia. He 
never had over 100,000 in his army, 
yet he conquered millions. But 
when he fell into debauchery at 
Babylon, he also tell in genius. 
The final] result 1s known. Cesar 
and Napoleon, likewise gifted, de- 
scended Бу sacrificing their genius 
to the animal self. 

The Jews, the Greeks, the Ro- 
mans, lost their heritage еп masse, 
by а general loss of their spiritual- 
ity thru a forgetfulness ої their de- 
votions to Nature. They wor- 
shipped sense and self for lust and 
Mammon. Intellectual and selfish 
pride ruled in place ot reason and 
love. 

The royality of France lost power in 
1793, and almost en masse in 1870. 
Spain began to tall after the discov- 
erv of America and reached bottom 
shortly after the Maine disaster. 

Nations should take pattern after 
individuals who have risen by the 
right use of reason and love; and in- 
dividuals should take warning from 
nations which have degenerated by 
their misuse. 

History is a better teacher of mo- 
rality than orthodox religion, and the 
man who can learn from experience 
of others is wiser than he who needs 
it personally. But who has neither 
time nor inclination for either. let 
him use his intelligence as Nature 
intended it— morally, modestly and 
moderatelv —and he will attain 
without schooling what all souls are 
aiming for—light and power or 
truth and happiness.

relation to form, for it fatigues it 
by use, and it comes and it goes. 
Comes from we know not where, 
a&d goes back to that unknown 
when the form is compelled to rest. 

The spirit seeker chases personal- 
ity, and when found it may or may 
not include the selfhood or identity. 
In fact the “тебагп” seems to often 
att as if identity were absent, and 
the form with its organic intelli- 
gence was played upon by surround- 
ing forces. Brain impressions are 
apparently carried over into the 
new form, but if self is not present 
to control they exhibit a jumble of 
intellectual confusion.

And since all forms grow fatigued 
and rest, self comes and goes in all 
alike. Herein is the mystery of 
mysteries which no sage has un- 
тауейей Selfhood’s expression is 
just such as form mav permit, with 
man as the highest and best-—or 
warst. It may: be that self thus 
gains’ universal experience. It seems 

a$^if spirit "return can throw no 
light on these mysteries, But the 
spirit seeker finds at best just 
enough of the old identity to en- 
courage him to persevere. It is 
not now working as self thru its old 
form and conditions. Its new form 
and the old, won’t harmonise, and 
at best, self finds himself trying to 
recall а past that in many details 
he cannot now grasp. Presently 
his instrument becomes fatigued, 
and he retires. Another self may 
try to take control. but it is no 
longer the identity we seek. 

So our lesson bccomes plain. 
Personality is for us a mortal form 
with a self in it. Identity is the 
self that may be in that form one 
hour, and absent thc next. Iden- 
tity comes and goes so long ав the 
mortal form lasts and if that mortal 
form has a spirit successor then self 
will continue to come and go, sub- 
ject to the new conditions. Personal- 
ity evidently must sometimes cease, 
but, so íar as we can grasp the 
thot, identity may have an eternity 
of experiences before 1t. 

Sueh is tbe distinction and dif- 
ference, in the writcrs’s judgment, 
between personality and identity.

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INSTRUCT TUE CHILDREN.

Spiritualism is something more 
than phenomena—it is educational 
and reformatory. The truest and 
best reformation is that which is 
laid in the hearts and minds of the 
childten.

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Stroking, Kneading, Rubbing and Strik- 
Ing. 


Like all other things, massage re- 
quires to be well done, and with 
knowledge. Attempting such things 
on the cheap, ав a rule, spells fail- 
ure, and those who are brave 
enough to undertake to massage 
their own faces should be duy in- 
structed by those who do it well as 
to tight methods, or the chances are 
they will be doing a very great deal 
more harm than good, and when 
you do harm in massaging you most 
probably doa lot of it. To make 
the flesh and muscles flabby is not 
at all what you desire, yet this is 
what you are likely to effect if you 
do not follow the right course of the 
muscles, rubbing upward across the 
Нпез and altogether do the work 
properly. 

There are four movements which 
the beauty culturists, as well ag the 
health promoters, in massaging have 
to execute—stroking, kneading, rub- 
bing, and striking. This striking is 
not unlike slapping, but is decidedly 
stimulating. The strokes are given 
rapidly with the side of the hand or 
the entire hand, and sometimes on 
the face with the tips of the fingers. 
Stroking massage has been the 
means of restoring the outline to 
the chin, and reinstating the sag- 
ging check in its proper conditition. 
Stroking is done quite slowly with 
the palm of the hand, and when ap- 
plied to the body should be directed 
toward its centre. It stimulates 
the blood in out veins, and helps to 
produce that delicious sense of nerve- 
soothing, an inclination to rest-seith- 
out any due sense of fatigue,-and а 
desire to sleep. Judicious massage 
is invaluable to those who are anæ- 
тіс, for it increases the red corpus- 
cles in the blood. 

Exereise is essential to our health 
аз 15 proper food, and massage, in 
great measure, takes the place of 
exercise. Even the filling in of hol- 
lows in the neck and throat 15 
accomplished by exercise, for the 
massage that does it works the 
muscles and builds the tissues. Рог 
this, one kneads with the knuckles. 
A firm but not violent touch, is 
needed. But kneading also means 
more than this. The skilful manipu- 
lator requires some time to entirely 
master this movement, perhaps the 
most difficult of the necessary ones. 
The tissues are to be treated and 
grasped, tightening and loosening 
the hold in a way that has to be 
learned and very carefully followed. 

Rubbing in massage is on a 
somewhat different principie to or- 
dinary rubbing, finger tips and 
thumbs, or the entire hand, being 
employed in small circles. 

Massage greatly improves the 
texture of the skin, and a woman who 
regularly cares for her face in this 
manner has a fresher complexion and 
much better color. This is because 
the blood vessels and tissues are 
constantly being stimulated and 
strengthened, and her blood circu- 
lates there as it does over the body 
after а brisk walk. It will elim- 
inate traces of fatigue more quickly 
than anything else, always remem- 
bering that а good cold cream, a 
skin food, should be used with it. 

For medical purposes massage is 
most beneficial in the morning, and 
asa means of beauty culture it is 
better to carry it out at night, but 
there is little hope of it doing real 
good unless it is done regulariy and 
with perseverance. This is particu- 
larly so where the removal or ob- 
literating of wrinkles is the thing 
desired. Worry, Ш health and neg- 
lect are potent foes to beauty, and 
they should be met by constant care 
and skilful manipulation by the 
masseuse. 

The object to be effected is the 
strengthening of the muscles and the 
stimulation of the blood. Few wo- 
men have the slightest idea of the 
structure of the face, how the mus-

If in that world of the after Ша 
where souls abide the earth, individ- 
ua.it¥ 15 retained іп any degree, and 
recognition by another is possible, 
the myriads of little brown souls 
gathered about the famous shrine 
on Kudan Hill must have looked in 
wonderment upon the presence of 
sume large, white souls who, in 
turn, must have marvelled greatly 
at their peculiar surroundings. 


CHRISTIANS ARE HONQRED. 


At this year’s festival, for the 
first time in the history of Japan, 
white men, Christians, were deified 
at a Shinto shrine. The white 
men to whom were paid posthumous 
honors exactly similar to those paid 
Japanese soldiers and sailor heroes 
were officers of a ship used as a 
transport who went down to willing 
death when she was sunk. They 
might have escaped, but they pre- 
ferred death to leaving their ship. 
By this act they won a place in the 
Japanese heart and the Japanese 
reigion on the same plane with 
that occupied by the nation's own 
her es. 

The Emperor himself decreed 
thar costhumous honurs were to be 
па пет.

“А series of seances with Eusapia 
Paladino have just been held in Ne- 
ples. They have been perhaps more 
important than all that have pre- 
ceded them, because condueted un- 
der cven more severe scientitic con- 
trol. These seances took place ia 
the laboratory of Professor Ph. Bot- 
tazzi, Director of Physiological In- 
stitute in the University of Naples. 
There were also present Dr. G. 
Galeotti, Professor of General Path- 
ology in the University of Naples. 
Dr. T. De Amicis, Professor of Der- 
matoiogv and Svphilographv at the 
same University; Dr. О. Scarpa, 
Professor of Electro-Chemistrv at 
the Polytechnic School in Naples;

We, as Spiritualists, seem to be 
confronted Ьу а peculiar condition 
in our public affairs. The worst 
feature 18 а pessimistic opinion of 
the organized situation. The Na- 
tional Association is permeated with 
many misgivings of the future for 
its progress. Тһе local and state 
associations are struggling against 
тапу odds that bring to the workers 
some doubts for successful times 
ahead. The lethargy displayed by 
many of the fraternity who are 
not usually found at the front of 
effort, is louder than ever in state- 
ments of failure ahead. These are 
steadfastly withholding assistance, 
saving they do not want to be al- 
lied with failing enterprises. That 
gives great appearance of failing en- 
thusiasm. This loudsounding dis- 
content is born of several causes, all 
of which the Spiritualists are re- 
sponsible for. The fraud hunt was 
the starting; or, the allegiance of 
many fraud people with Spiritual- 
ism, whether de facto or not, was 
so, at least, apparently. These 
were like barnacles upon a ship; an 
impediment. They were picked up 
unawares of their contiguity, and 
when they became an obstacle, were 
discovered. We had been sailing 
in the high seas without proper 
chart and compass. Our voyaging 
was too much of aholiday charac- 
ter. Competent crews of manage- 
ment, perhaps, were the result of 
our careless methods. The local af- 
fairs were too much given to any 
one or more who would assume the 
obligation. Careful. «election . uf 
these captains and crews of тапаре- 
ment were not made. The result 
has been impecunious effort, sensa- 
tional desire, favoritism, antagon- 
ism, lack of support and general 
discontent. 

Societies were organized just to 
get one started; hoping that some 
little effort would be of ase. These 
were earnest and sincere, asa rule; 


‘but their ability was so feeble that 


they soon lost interest. They had 
hoped for the development, or at- 
traction of mediums to their little 
meetings, and were disappointed in 
finding an expense attending that. 
They were aot willing to have it 


cost them a few dollars. Why, I 


been told many times that the meet- 
ings were not paying the expense 
and must be discontinued. Can 
any cause succeed as a profitable 
enterprise? Will Spiritualism ever 
succeed by making its public affairs 
а commercial enteriprise? Has that 
not been to a great extent the basis 
of many local societies? 

The commercialism of mediums is 
often referred to; and the commer- 
cialism of societies of Spiritualists 
has not been condemned. We, who 
are public workers, have not felt 
disposed to condemn what is an ap- 
parent mode of furnishing us a live- 
lihood: hence we have fallen into 
the habit of trying to put{money into 
the treasuries of every society we 
serve. That has been compulsory. 
Indeed, perhaps, one or two enthu- 
siastic friends were made anxious 
and filled withsympathy. Can that 
be corrected? 

I am willing to suggest remedies, 
for now I have no personal excuse 
to pass unnoticed such careless busi- 
ness methods. 

I am yet a public worker, but am 
not anxious about my salary. ] do 
not want to serve much mote where 
my usefulness is so terrible curtailed 
by impecuniosity. If I desire to do 
charity work, I will select my places 
to do it. and not be forced by stingy- 
ness and poor methods to combat 
always with poverty conditions. 
Public service sclicited is worthy of 
its price; and the more it is es- 
teemed, the more will good results 
be. Poverty efforts breeds poverty; 
but charity effort, will aet enthu- 
siastic support. See? t

Perhaps there are 
some who will put down all we have 
written as theory. But we assure 
them they are experienced facts, 
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and there :s no higher truth than 
experience. In fact, it is all we 
can сама as absolute knowledge. 
How much of Astronomy can the 
reader claim as such? Yet he be- 
lieves all that is printed on the sub- 
бесі. He simply relies on the as- 
sertions of the astronomers. Or 
how does he know that Africa exists, 
except thru the experience of those 
who have been there? And even 
seographers do not rely entirely оп 
experience as to their records. Yet 
хе do not call it theory. Thus are 
our records. And furthermore, our 
statements can be more easily 
proven than those of the astrono- 
mers or even oí the geographers, 
fur суегуопе can assure himself of 
the same by cxperience at no cost 
whatever. It needs but a little ob- 
servation and self-study—an under- 
standin. But what some do not 
understand they reject іп toto. 
Such, of course, we cannot reach. 
Skeptic:sm is as much of an evil 
as over-credubtv 1$, and such un- 
fortunates need an experience of 
their own before we can hope to 
reach them with our philosophy. 
We have also analyzed individuals. 
Their soul-vibrations tell a tale of 
their own. We dislike to expose 
ай of the weaknesses of humanity, 
hut being a part of this science, 
we cannot well omit it—especially 
as it ıs one, in which this very class 
of ottenders. have had the most 
experience.

Then we will not be beggars, for 
the results will ilow spontaneously. 

It 15 not sensational test-mongers 
and exactors, that we need to at- 
tract to the meeting. We want 
mem>Ders who are seeking fur spirit- 
ual uplift, and mediums tried and 
true who can be heralded as giving 
spirit communion, and not at all 
placed upon the rostrum of our Sun- 
day meetings, or cur members meet- 
ings, to give tests, Гог the test 
period is about ready to be relega- 
ted to the past of Spiritualism. 
Then, and then only, will we be in 
no danger ot trauds; for our 
methods in the past have invited 
them, and our desire for financial 
success relegated the honest me- 
diums to private walks of Ше, to а 
great extent. I do not infer that 
we have not the honest mediums 
before the public, for there are sev- 
eral scores of them; but they pur- 
sue quiet methods, labor and sufter 
with devout heroism. Call them to 
the front and honor еп: 

See that vou give them honest 
officials to serve, earnest members 
to assist, a society able to pay its 
own expense instead of speculating 
with the public, and а new cause will 
spring forth attractive to a mighty 
host awaiting favorable opportunity 
toally with a cause founded upon 
spiritual principles, and managed 
by devoted self-abnegation. 

These wil! then stand up and be 
counted in the Census; whereas now 
thev are in the background and 
have по allegiance with affairs that 
spring from purely material princi- 
ples, and managed by irresponsible 
and impure persons. Character 
must be a mode to the official ca- 
reer' Ican now afford to say that we 
need a class of officials worthv of 
the association. of pure mediums, 
and holy spirits. The situation of 
embarrassment has been as great 
with dishonor where official judg- 
ment is passed, as well with the ser- 
vanis of the spirits. While we are 
cleaning house, let us clean all along 
the line. 

There is not a lack of interest in 
Spiritualism. The growth of it asa 
public cause is wonderful. But, 
there are more thousands outside 
our associate ranks, than are within. 
That tells us we have had wrong 
methods. In that direction, І will 
be content for the present to say, 
we need societies meeting for philo- 
sophical. religious and spiritual pur- 
poses, more than heretofore. The 
messages must not be dispensed 
with, but they must be used for only 
what they are. worth, viz., as spirit 


communion. The mind and soul of 
the comunicant must come 
in rapport with the di- 
vine forces of self; апа then 
the attraction of sublime іогеев 
from the without, will attune us 
each and all to the infinite. We 


need more song and music; more 
praise of the holy life, and exalta- 
tion of the spirit, with emotion, sen- 
timent, aspiration and attunement 
made manifest. 

The must be made to serve the 
interests of an educated and aspir- 
ing class of people; and the mis- 
sionary work must be for education, 
rather than for propaganda. 

The growth of organization will 
not be stable until caused by intel- 
lectual assimilation of Spiritualism 
as a philosophy and religion, rather 
than as only a cold-blooded proposi- 
tion to destroy the crass material- 
jsm of hard-headed persons. 


Ail this means that we as Spirit- 
ualists must support the financial 
part of our cause, and not expect 
the public to do so by our specula- 
tive processes. And the Spirit- 
ualists are beginning to pay the 
bills! The liberality displayed is 
very complimentary. It is astonish- 
ing to see the liberal response that 
has been so often noted by the 
writer in fvaricus places. We ask 
for such funds as the N. 8. A. En- 
dowment Fund, and the Temple 
Fund Society request and are astoh- 
ished that they grow so slowly; but 
fail to takc into consideration that 
every local society of Spiritualists 
is endeavoring to accumulate a fund 
for building purposes, or some pub- 
lic effort greater than beretofore, 
and they feel that ''charity begins 
at home," ‘The Spiritualists want 
to see their cause succeed; and only 
need to more fully realize that the 
need of help exists, and the gifts will 
be wisely used. The danger of 
waste has resulted from the past; 
and the future requires that we de- 
velop enterprises upon meritorious 
bases, and show good works as the 
result of support. Then will flow 
to our treasuries the valuable dona- 
tions to truth and humanity that 
we have been led to believe our en- 
deavors will accomplish. . 

The cause of Spiritualism is very 
much in the lime-light for public 
observation, and we owe it to our- 
selves to put forth our best en- 
deavor. The talk of failure should 
cease, and the suggestion of success 
should be made universal. Talking 
failure, brings failure; talking suc- 
cess brings success. 

Talking only of fraud, makes all 
people suspicious of all. 

Presenting only the genuine and 
true, will restore confidence and 
usher in public estimation of ‘the 
value of mediumship and spirit com- 
munion. The coming national con- 
vention will send forth officially an 
estimate of hard efforts illy result- 
ant, and show a pessimistic esti- 
mate of our cause; but, these should 
not be heralded to our discomfort 
and disparagement. All possible, 
that is encouraging should be pre- 
sented, and all urged to put forth 
more confidence in the effort tbey 
can make. We need to encourage 
confidence. We need tolook on the 
bright side and develop concentra- 
tion. We need to have more faith 
in each other. We need to show 
more and more the spirit of coópera- 
tion. We need to have more char- 
ity for each other, and less of sus- 
picion. We need more self-sacrifice 
and less display of selfishness, 
There are plenty men and women, 
true in mind and soul, being touched 
by spirit forces. Our cause does 
not depend on опе or two; but a 


mighty host stands ready to answer. 


the call of duty, when the harvest 
shall become ripe enough for their 
gleaning. There is much more to 
be said; but I shall await your as- 
simililation of this, for I stand ready 
to exhort you, as well as reason 
with you, until your spirit awak- 
ens.
